His  honour  Acquainted  the  Board  that  the  Reason  of 
his  Calling  them  together  at  this  time  was  to  Communi- 
cate to  them  a  letter  from  Edward  Barnard  Esq'  at  Au- 
gusta, dated  the  23**^  Instant  with  an  affidavit  inclosed 
which  he  yesterday  received  by  an  Express  and  thought 
the  Contents  of  so  much  Importance  that  he  took  the 
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earliest  opportunity  of  meeting  them  in  order  to  have 
their  advice  and  Opinion  thereupon 

And  the  said  Letter  being  read  is  in  Substance  as  fol- 
low's— 

That  on  Sunday  last  the  Son  of  the  handsome  fellow  a 
head  Men  of  the  Creeks  acquainted  him  that  while  he  and 
others  were  out  a  hunting  Eleven  white  Men  Came  to 
their  Camp  Over  Ocone  River  where  they  found  two  of 
his  people  —  that  they  had  killed  one  and  whipped  the 
other  very  Severely  and  left  him  tyed  to  a  Tree — and 
took  away  their  Skins  and  every  other  Article  they  found 
there  that  the  Indian  who  appeared  to  be  a  Sensible  and 
Judicious  man  said  that  the  Murder  was  Committed  by 
some  bad  white  people  from  whom  the  Indians  had  Stolen 
horses  and  the  next  day  being  on  his  way  home  and 
meeting  three  white  Men  from  the  Nation  going  to  Au- 
gusta he  thought  it  best  to  send  his  people  forward  and 
return  with  them  to  Augusta  to  see  what  the  beloved 
people  there  thought  of  it  that  the  above  was  what  he 
learnt  from  this  Indian,  but  on  further  Inquiry  he  found 
the  affair  to  be  thus :  Two  Creek  fellows  having  some 
time  ago  stolen  two  Valuable  horses  from  one  Weather- 
ford,  and  having  lately  taken  some  others,  and  the  Own- 
ers having  learnt,  t'.at  their  horses  were  in  possession  of 
some  Indians  near  Ogechee.  they  took  it  In  to  their  heads 
to  go  after  them,  but  before  they  got  to  the  place,  where 
they  Suspected  their  horses  were  Secreted,  three  of  the 
horses  they  rode  were  Stolen  from  them,  upon  which  they 
got  further  assistance  and  pursued  on  the  Tracts  till  they 
came  to  the  Indians  Camp,  where  they  found  two  In- 
dians and  some  of  their  horses,  and  with  out  much  Cere- 
mony. Shot  one  of  them,  and  the  other  they  treated  as 
before  related — 

That  he  is  told  these  people  were  Chiefly  of  the  Irish

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Settlement :  that  he  represented  to  the  Indian  who  came 
in  the  ill  Consequences  of  the  Indians  Stealing  so  many  of 
the  white  people's  horses,  that  it  was  not  so  with  the 
Cherokees  and  other  Indians  in  Amity  with  the  English 
of  which  he  appeared  very  Sensible,  that  he  assured  him 
that  tho'  there  were  some  bad  white  people  as  well  as  bad 
Indians,  yet  there  were  beloved  people  enough  among  us. 
that  would  always  be  able  to  keep  Open  the  path  between 
us,  and  that  the  Accident  which  had  now  happened  would 
be  settled  by  the  Governour  in  Savannah  and  the  head 
Men  of  the  Nation  and  till  that  Could  be  done  matters 
should  Continue  upon  a  peaceable  footing  as  usual  upon 
which  he  declared  him  self  satisfied  and  that  he  would 
go  home  immediately  and  let  his  people  know  the  Talk 
and  represent  to  them  the  necessity  of  keeping  their  peo- 
ple from  Stealing  the  white  people's  horses  or  giving 
among  them,  and  that  in  Consideration  of  the  fellow's 
good  behaviour  and  having  lost  all  his  Skins,  blankets  &'^ 
he  gave  him  a  Blanket  a  shirt,  a  pair  of  boots  and  a  flap — 

In  a  postscript  Mr.  Barnard  Adds  since  the  above,  one 
of  the  party  came  to  me  and  made  the  Relation  as  Con- 
tained in  the  inclosed  Affidavit,  which  is  as  follow's 

GEORGIA  Parish  of  S*  Paul 

Before  me  Edward  Barnard  One  of 
his  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  peace  for 
the  province  aforesaid  personally  ap- 
peared, Martin  Weatherford  of  the 
said  Parish  who  being  duly  Sworn  on 
the  holy  Evangelist  to  depose  and 
Speak  the  Truth,  saith  as  follows,  that 
having  some  time  ago,  lost  two  very 
likely  horses,  taken  out  of  his  Cornfield 
by  two  Creek  Indians  and  being  told 
they  were  carried  to  Ogechee,  and  that 
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in  all  probability  he  might  get  them  in 
Case  he  went  after  them,  that  therefore 
on  the  12'"  of  this  Instant  he  left  Au- 
gusta on  his  Way  to  Ogechee,  with  a 
View  fo  get  his  horses,  and  the  same 
Evening  he  got  to  the  house  of  one 
Thomas  Irvin  and  being  detained  there 
on  Account  of  the  badness  of  the 
Weather  all  the  next  day,  the  follow- 
ing night  his  horse  and  two  others  were 
Stolen,  upon  which  he  with  Ten  others 
pursued  the  Indians  over  the  River 
Oconee  and  there  found  two  Fellows  at 
Camp  whom  they  obliged  to  go  with 
them  to  show  them  their  horses,  that 
riding  about  half  a  Mile  from  the 
Camp  this  deponent  saith  he  saw  his 
horse  with  the  Bell  Sloped  being  anx- 
ious to  get  him.  he  left  his  Company 
and  Went  to  catch  him  but  was  some 
time  before  he  Could  Secure  him.  that 
in  the  meantime,  some  of  the  Company 
Sloped  within  a  hundred  and  fifty 
Yards  of  him  with  one  of  the  Indians 
while  others  went  further  on  with  the 
other  Indian,  and  that  before  he  Could 
drive  his  horse  to  the  Indian  Camp,  he 
beared  two  Guns  fire  and  immediately 
looking  about  he  saw  one  one  of  the 
Indians  run,  and  upon  hollowing  to  the 
people  tliat  they  had  done  very  Wrong, 
One  M'Neal  Answered  and  Swore  that 
it  did  not  Signifie  he  had  broke  Cus- 
tody. This  deponent  further  saith  that 
they  never  went  to  see  whither  the 
Fellow  was  killed  or  not  and  that  when 
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Sworn  the  24"*

he  left  the  Camp  was  not  certain  how 
that  matter  was,  but  rather  believed 
he  must  have  been  shot,  and  further 
this  deponent  saith  that  when  they  re- 
turned back  with  the  other  Indian  to 
the  Camp,  the  said  M'Neal  tyed  him 
upon  which  he  left  the  Camp,  and  was 
afterwards  informed  by  some  of  the 
Company  that   M^^NeaJ  had  whipped 
him  and  left  him  tyed  to  a  Tree  and 
also  this  deponent  saith  thrt  the  same 
Company  Agreed  to  go  and  rest  their 
horses  for  a  few  days  and  get  more  as- 
sistance and  pursue  after  the  other  In- 
dians  which   had  got   some  of   their 
horses  and  had  fired  upon  the  white 
people  sometime  before  and   that  he 
heard  them  Aeree  it  among  themselves 
that  they  would  not  Suffer  themselves 
to  be  taken  into  Custody  for  killing  In- 
dians   who    stole   their   horses,    upor. 
which  deponent  saith  he  returned  hom^ 
without  his  horses  that  he  went  after, 
and  further  saith  not.

The  Board  taking  the  same  into  Consideration  advised 
his  honour  to  send  a  Talk  to  the  head  Men  of  the  Creeks 
expressing  his  Concern  for  the  disagreeable  Accident 
that  had  happened  and  to  advise  them  to  keep  their  peo- 
ple from  going  among  the  white  peoples  Settlements,  by 
which  such  Mischief  would  be  prevented  and  peace  pre- 
served, and  to  assure  them  that  every  Means  shou'd  be 
made  use  of  to  bring  the  offenders  to  Justice,  and  to  that 
End  advised  his  Honour  to  direct  the  Magistrates  to 
make  Strict  inquiry  who  the  Persons  were  that  were 
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guilty  of  this  Cruel  and  unlawfull  behaviour  and  to  have 
Ihem  Apprehended,  to  be  dealt  with  According  to  Law — 
His  Honour  Accordingly  drew  up  a  Talk  in  the  follow- 
ing words  which  was  approved  of — 

To  the  head  Men  and  Warriors  of  the  Creek 
Nation 

Friends  &  Brothers 

Our  good  Friend  and  Brother  Govemour  Wright  is 
gone  to  England  where  the  great  king  Geo/ge  lives  in 
order  to  Acquaint  him  with  the  State  of  all  his  people 
here,  and  particularly  to  inform  him  of  your  Steady  and 
Constant  Attachment  to  him  and  your  friendship  for  his 
whi^e  Subjects,  and  the  great  king  having  appointed  me 
to  Command  and  take  Care  of  his  people  in  this  province 
during  GovernoiT  Wrights  Absence.  I  now  Acquaint  you 
that  I  am  very  sorry  to  hear  from  a  Beloved  Man  at  Au- 
gusta of  a  very  disagreeable  Matter  that  has  lately  hap- 
pened between  some  of  your  people  and  some  of  the  white 
people  who  live  above  Briar  Creek  —  I  am  informed  that 
the  people  there  have  had  Several  of  their  best  horses 
Stolen  and  Carried  Away,  and  they  being  told  that  their 
horses  were  in  Possession  of  Some  of  your  people  near 
Ocecheethey  went  after  them  to  get  them  again — but  on 
their  Way  they  had  three  more  of  their  horses  Stolen, 
and  getting  more,  they  went  in  Pursuit  of  them  over 
Ocone  River  where  they  found  two  Indians  at  a  Camp, 
and  Saw  one  of  their  horses  with  the  Bell  Stoped,  and 
insisted  upon  the  Indians  shewing  them  where  to  find 
the  rest  of  them,  but  one  of  the  Indians  Attempted  to  run 
away  and  the  white  People  being  very  much  provoked 
and  very  Angry  at  loosing  their  horses.  Some  of  time 
[them]  fired  at  the  Indian  but  whither  they  wounded  or 
killed  him  I  am  not  yet  Certainly  informed,  and  I  am  told 
they  tyed  and  whipt  the  other  Indian,  and  returned  with- 
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out  getting  their  horses.  This  is  the  Account  I  have  at 
present  received,  and  it  has  given  me  very  great  Concern 
that  any  people  within  the  Government  should  behave 
in  such  a  Manner  Especially  as  they  very  well  know  that 
they  should  have  applied  to  me  to  Obtain  redress  for  them 
by  my  Representing  to  you  any  Injury  that  had  been 
done  by  your  people  agreeable  to  the  Treaty  and  that  I 
may  do  you  full  Justice  I  have  sent  orders  to  the  beloved 
Men  at  Augusta  to  take  up  the  people  who  its  Suspected 
have  been  guilty  of  this  rash  behaviour  and  breach  of  the 
Treaty  and  to  send  them  to  Savannah  where  you  may  de- 
pend they  shall  be  prosecuted  and  punished  with  the  ut- 
most Severity  our  Laws  will  Inflict 

I  again  tell  you  that  I  am  extremely  Sorry  that  this 
Matter  has  happened,  and  as  you  see  what  Mischief  fol- 
lows your  people  going  Among  the  white  people's  Settle- 
ments. I  must  in  the  most  Earnest  Manner  recommend 
to  you  not  to  allow  your  Straggling  people  to  have  Camps 
and  Settlements  near  the  white  people,  and  that  as  much 
as  possible  you  will  restrain  them  from  going  among 
them  by  which  Much  Disturbance  would  be  prevented 
and  the  Path  be  kept  Straight  and  white  between  us — 

You  know  by  the  Treaty  that  you  engage  to  do  your 
Utmost  to  prevent  any  of  your  people  from  doing  any 
damage  to  the  English  in  their  Settlements  or  else  where 
either  by  Stealing  their  horses,  killing  their  Cattle  or 
otherwise,  or  by  doing  the  many  Personal  hurt  or  Injury 
and  that  if  any  damage  be  done.  Satisfaction  shall  be 
made  for  the  same  to  the  Party  Injured — I  am  however 
Sorry  to  put  you  in  mind  that  Complaints  of  this  kind 
have  been  frequently  and  properly  made  to  you.  but  the 
poor  white  people  especially  in  the  upper  Settlements 
being  disappointed  in  getting  any  Satisfaction  for  the  re- 
peated Injuries  done  them  and  being  greatly  distressed 
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for  want  of  their  horses  to  plough  their  Land  and  raise 
their  Corn  and  Provisions  for  the  Support  of  themselves 
and  their  V/ives  and  Children  which  they  work  hard  for. 
Some  of  their  hearts  are  made  Sore  which  makes  them 
sometimes  do  Wrong  thingfs  which  I  will  endeavour  to 
put  a  Stop  to  and  I  expect  you  will  do  the  same  with 
your  people — 

Friends  &  Brothers 

Many,  if  not  all  of  you  head  Men  and  Warriors,  have 
known  Me  for  a  great  many  Years  past,  and  are  well 
Convinced  that  I  have  always  Shewn  a  particular  Friend- 
ship for  you  and  your  people — 

I  know  you  are  wise  and  prudent  Men  and  will  duly 
Consider  what  I  have  said,  and  will  not  Suffer  a  few  rash 
Men  to  break  that  peace  and  friendship  which  has  so  long 
Subsisted  between  us,  and  I  hope  our  Childrens  Children 
will  live  like  brothers  and  hold  one  another  fast  by  the 
hand  as  long  as  the  Sun  and  Moon  endures — you  may  be 
assured  that  you  shall  always  have  my  regard  and  friend- 
ship—

A  Memorial  of  John  Wertsch  Esq'  of  Ebenezer,  was 
read  setting  forth  that  since  the  Bounty  formerly  allowed 
by  Parliament  for  encouraging  the  raising  of  Silk  in  this 
Province  had  been  withdrawn,  and  the  publick  Filature 
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in  Savannah  had  been  Shut  up,  many  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  Ebenezer  and  Parish  of  S*  Matthew's  had  raised  Co- 
coons and  wound  off  Considerable  Quantities  of  Silk  in 
their  private  families,  that  the  Generality  of  the  people 
there  intend  to  Continue  so  to  do,  and  that  there  is  Great 
Reason  to  expect  the  Quantity  of  Silk  will  increase  Year- 
ly, especially,  if  the  poorer  part  of  the  people  there  (who 
are  unable  to  buy)  Could  be  assisted  with  Coppers  and 
Reels  and  Praying  that  the  Honourable  Board  would 
Lend  to  the  poorest  of  the  said  Inhabitants  the  use  of  the 
Coppers  and  Reels  that  now  Remain  in  the  publick  Fila- 
ture to  be  distributed  among  them  in  such  Mode  and  by 
such  persons  as  to  their  honour  might  seem  meet —  And 
the  said  Memorial -being  taken  into  Consideration  the 
Board  Unanimously  advised  his  Honour  to  order  the 
Commissary  General  to  deliver  to  John  Wertsch  Esq""  all 
the  Coppers,  reels  and  other  Implements  for  Spinning 
and  Reeling  Silk  that  now  remained  in  the  publick  Fila- 
ture to  be  by  him  distributed  among  the  poorest  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  Ebenezer  and  Parish  of  S^  Matthew's 
agreeable  to  the  prayer  of  his  Petition  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  he  might  Judge  most  proper  to  answer  the  good 
ends  proposed —

His  Honour  Acquainted  the  Board  that  he  had  re- 
ceived information  that  a  great  number  of  fugitive  Ne- 
groes had  Committed  many  Robberies  and  insults  be- 
tween this  town  and  Ebenezer  and  that  their  Numbers 
(which)  were  now  Considerable  might  be  expected  to  in- 
crease daily :  that  it  appeared  absolutely  necessary  to  fall 
upon  Some  Spirited  measures  to  take  and  disperse  them 
to  prevent  further  Inconvenience — 

The  Board  Accordingly  took  the  Same  into  Considera- 
tion and  Such  parts  of  the  Militia  Patrol  and  Negro  Laws 
as  respected  this  Matter  being  read  the  Board  Advised 
his  honor  to  get  Mr  Moses  Nunes  (the  Indian  Interpre- 
ter) to  engage  some  Indians  to  go  out  that  way  hunting, 
in  order  to  discover  the  Camps  of  the  Negroes  and  when 
they  had  so  done  to  Report  the  Same,  and  in  that  Case 
to  order  Cap*  Wylly  with  part  of  the  Company  of  the  Mi- 
litia under  his  Command  to  go  in  Search  of  and  appre- 
hend them  and  to  empower  him  to  give  a  Small  Reward 
to  the  said  Militia  if  any  Extraordinary  duty  should  be 
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required  of  them  on  this  necessary  Service  the  Expence 
of  which  to  be  defray'd  by  the  Treasurer  by  order  of  his 
Honor — 

His  Honor  further  Observed,  that  as  great  numbers  of 
Negroes  might  be  Expected  in  Savannah  the  ensuing  holi- 
days he  thought  the  town  Watch  insufficient  to  preserve 
due  order  therein  and  desired  the  Opinion  of  the  Board 
what  ought  or  Could  be  done,  to  prevent  any  disorders 
that  might  be  apprehended — 

The  Board  took  the  Same  into  Consideration  and  Ad- 
vised his  Honor  to  order  CoP  Delegal  of  the  first  Regi- 
ment of  foot  Militia  to  Cause  a  Patrol  duty  to  be  done  by 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town  and  Hamlets,  from 
Tuesday  evening  preceding  Christmass  day,  until  Mon- 
day Morning  following  and  that  he  also  gave  it  in  Charge 
to  the  Officers  of  the  Watch  Company  to  be  Strictly  At- 
tentive to  have  the  duty  done  required  of  them —

His  honor  Communicated  to  the  Board  a  Letter  he  yes- 
terday received  from  M'  George  Galphin  enclosing  a 
Talk  from  some  of  the  head  Men  of  the  lower  Creeks  and 
also  a  Copy  of  a  Letter  M'  Galphin  had  Written  and  for- 
warded to  them  respecting  the  Murder  of  one  Carey 
a  Settler  near  Queen sborough,  lately  Committed  by  one 
of  their  people  which  were  Severally  read  and  the  Talk 
from  the  Indians  is  in  Substance  as  follows — 

A  Talk  given  at  the  Cheehaws  Square  by  Simpihaphy 
Selegee,  Talegee,  and  other  head  Men  Present  the  2^  No- 
vember 1 77 1 — 

Simpihaphy  Spoke 

To  his  friends  and  Brothers  the  English :  last  October 
some  of  the  Oakfuskee  people  went  out  a  hunting  on  the 
Oconee  River,  who  were  the  same  people,  that  had  killed 
two  white  Men  some  time  before,  and  the  Murderers 
thinking  the  white  people  had  forgot  what  had  happened 
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before,  it  is  said,  Stole  some  of  their  horses,  and  the  white 
people  going  in  Search  of  their  horses  came  up  with  a 
Camp  where  they  found  two  Indians  (two  others  of  the 
same  party  being  out  a  hunting)  that  one  of  them  desired 
the  white  people  to  sit  down  and  rest  themselves,  which 
they  refused,  that  this  Indian  did  not  Steal  their  horses, 
but  was  told  by  the  other  Indian  were  they  were  near  at 
hand,  and  said  that  he  would  shew  them  to  the  white  peo- 
ple, who  seized  the  Indian  that  told  him  so  and  tyed  and 
Whipped  him  and  that  the  innocent  Indian,  not  knowing 
what  might  be  his  Fate,  and  being  a  beloved  Man  among 
his  people,  and  having  never  done  any  harm  to  the  white 
people  went  freely  to  shew  them  their  horses,  but  the 
white  people  thinking  him  to  be  the  thief  shot  him  thro' 
the  Breast —  That  the  Indians  who  were  out  a  hunting 
returned  to  the  Camp  and  having  heard  a  Gun  fire,  saw 
blood  and  followed  it  and  found  their  brother  dead,  that 
they  then  made  off  for  the  Nation,  but  meeting  some  pack 
horse  Men  Coming  from  thence  on  the  path,  one  of  them 
came  with  them  to  Augusta  to  relate  this  Case  to  the  be- 
loved Man  there,  and  the  others  proceeded  to  the  Nation, 
to  Acquaint  the  Indians  there  with  the  truth  of  what  had 
happened —  That  the  Uncle  of  the  Man  that  was  killed 
was  very  Sorry  for  the  loss  of  his  Nephew,  being  a  be- 
loved Man  Amongst  the  Young  people  who  at  first  Want- 
ed to  fall  on  the  white  people  for  Satisfaction  but  was 
prevented  by  the  Uncle  of  the  said  deceased  as  he  said  that 
Family  was  due  the  white  people  Satisfaction  for  two 
white  Men  killed  last  Year,  and  that  ever  since  the  path 
had  been  dark  to  him,  but  had  it  happened  on  the  right 
Man,  it  was  Just,  that  one  should  die  for  another,  tho' 
he  was  Sorry  it  was  not  done  on  the  right  Man,  but  as  it 
was  done,  it  might  go  for  an  Old  debt,  which  ought  to 
have  been  paid  long  ago  and  so  he  told  his  family  and 
people:  and  further  said  that  if  he  should  kill  a  White 
Man  and  take  his  goods,  it  would  not  bring  his  Kinsman 
to  life  again,  and  in  that  Case  the  Traders  would  not 
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bring  goods  to  them  for  fear  of  being  killed,  and  that  the 
whole  Nation  would  blame  him,  and  therefore  desired 
that  the  path  might  be  white  and  Clear,  for  the  Traders 
to  Come  as  usual,  without  dread  and  fear,  for  it  was  all 
done  and  Over — 

M'  Galphin's  Letter  to  the  Indians  is  as  follow's — 

To  the  head  Men  of  the  lower  Creeks 

My  Friends 

I  received  your  Talk  that  you  sent  to  the  Governour 
and  it  was  a  Straight  and  a  good  Talk,  my  heart  was  glad 
and  I  had -Just  sat  down  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Govern- 
our and  Send  your  Talk  to  him,  when  a  Boy  Came  and 
told  me  his  father  was  killed  by  an  Indian.  I  had  Some 
of  my  Negroes  with  me,  we  went  out  after  the  Murderer 
to  see  if  we  Could  catch  him  and  send  him  to  the  Gov- 
ernour and  save  you  the  trouble  of  killing  him :  I  went 
over  the  River  my  self,  with  some  of  the  Negroes,  as  I 
thought  he  would  make  for  the  Nation  and  we  parted, 
three  of  them  I  sent  along  the  path  and  told  them  to  keep 
on  the  Oconees,  they  are  not  returned  yet —  I  and  some 
more  went  up  the  River,  and  some  I  sent  down  the  River, 
them  that  went  down  the  River  came  up  with  him  and 
he  made  for  the  Swamp.  Just  as  he  went  into  the 
Swamp  one  of  the  fellows  fired  at  him,  but  whether  he 
hit  him  or  not  he  does  not  know,  and  as  he  had  his  gun 
in  his  hand —  was  afraid  to  go  into  the  Swamp  after  him, 
I  Suppose  he  will  go  to  the  Nation  if  he  does,  I  hope  you 
will  have  him  killed  immediately  and  not  give  the  Gov- 
ernour any  further  Trouble,  for  you  may  depend  he  will 
expect  Satisfaction:  he  Slept  in  the  poor  Man's  house 
and  was  kindly  used  and  in  the  Morning  when  he  was 
going  off  he  shot  the  poor  Man  not  above  two  Mile  from 
my  Cowpen.  If  you  do  not  fall  upon  some  Steps  to  keep 
these  Renegating  fellows  at  home  they  will  involve  your 
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whole  nation  in  Trouble:  I  hope  you  will  soon  Send  me 
a  Talk  for  the  Governour  that  the  Murderer  is  killed — 
Indian  Aleck  was  here  at  the  time  and  knows  there 
was  no  provocation  given  the  Indian  that  killed  the 
Man —  he  is  the  Bearer  of  this,  it  is  not  possible  the 
white  people  can  put  up  with  the  daily  insults  they  receive 
from  the  Indians  killing  them,  Stealing  their  horses 
and  killing  their  Cattle.  I  shall  send  your  Talk  to  the 
Governour  but  I  must  acquaint  him  of  this  Murder,  but 
I  shall  write  him  that  I  have  wrote  you  up  the  whole  af- 
fair and  as  I  know  you  all  to  be  good  Men  and  well 
Wishers  to  your  Country,  that  you  will  have  the  Mur- 
derer killed  as  soon  as  possible  that  everything  maybe 
Straight  again,  his  name  is  Sugley  in  Case  he  should 
keep  out  in  the  Woods  you  must  send  out  to  your  people 
to  kill  him  wherever  they  see  him,  he  Says  he  will  kill 
another  white  man.  so  you  should  loose  no  time  to 
have  him   killed  to  prevent   any   further  Trouble 

I  would  Advise  you  to  send  word  to  all  your  people 
not  to  Come  Over  Ogechee,  or  the  Relations  of  the  dead 
Man  will  certainly  kill  some  of  them,  if  there  is  not 
satisfaction  immediately  Given  —  If  you  had  taken  no- 
tice of  the  Talks  I  have  sent  you.  none  of  this  Trouble 
would  have  happened  to  you  for  I  have  repeatedly  told 
you,  to  keep  your  people  out  of  the  Settlements.  You 
are  all  Sensible  the  white  people  does  not  want  to  fall 
out  with  you — if  you  dont  oblige  them  to  it  by  your  ill 
usage,  killing  them.  Stealing  their  horses  and  killing 
their  Cattle — you  know  I  do  all  that  lyes  in  my  Power 
to  keep  peace  between  you  and  the  white  people.  I  do 
not  Write  to  you  as  from  the  Governour,  or  the  beloved 
Men  —  Cap^  Stuart  but  as  One  Friend  would  do  to 
another,  giving  you  good  Advice.  You  are  Sensible  the 
Governour  and  the  beloved  Men  wants  nothing  but 
to  be  at  peace  with  you;  but  the  daily  Complaints  of  his 
people  being  killed  and  robbed  by  your  people  must  oblige 
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him  to  take  some  Steps  for  their  Safety  and  if  your  peo- 
ple go  on  in  this  Manner  and  no  redress,  the  Trade  must 
Stop  of  Course  —  To  prevent  this  you  must  give  Satisfac- 
tion immediately  when  any  white  person  is  killed  The 
most  of  you  knows  the  beloved  Men  that  is  left  as  Gov- 
ernour,  and  you  know  he  wants  to  keep  peace  between 
you  and  his  people.  If  he  had  not  been  a  good  Man.  he 
would  not  been  left  as  Governour  for  Governour  Wright 
was  a  good  and  a  wise  Governour  and  knew  the  properest 
person  to  leave  to  take  care  of  his  people  and  you  too 
till  he  came  back — 

I  hope  you  will  take  Notice  of  what  I  have  said  and 
believe  me  to  be  always  your  friend

The  Board  took  the  same  into  Consideration  and  Ad- 
vised his  honor  peremptorily  to  demand  immediate  Satis- 
faction for  the  Murder  of  Carey  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  letter  by  an  Indian  therein  named  which 
he  Accordingly  did  as  follow's 

To  the  head  Men  and  Warriours  of  the  Creek  Nation 

Friends  and  Brothers — 

M'  Galphin  sent  me  a  Talk  from  Simpihaphy.  Selegce 
Telegee  and  some  others  head  Men  at  a  Meeting  at  tlie 
Cl^eehaws  which  was  good  but  at  the  same  time  I  received 
this  Straight  Talk  M""  Galphin  Acquainted  me  that  one 
of  your  people  had  killed  a  White  Man  about  two  Miles 
from  his  Cowpen  without  the  least  provocation,  after  he 
had  been  kindly  entertained  by  him  in  his  house  and  as 
I  find  M""  Galphin  has  fully  informed  you  of  this  very

You  very  well  know  that  I  take  the  utmost  care  to  keep 
peace  between  us  and  that  if  any  of  the  people  under  my 
Government  do  you  any  injury  I  will  have  them  punished, 
because  I  do  not  want  to  Quarrel  with  you  and  bring 
on  Trouble,  but  I  neitjier  can  or  will  Suffer  any  of  the 
people  under  my  Care  to  be  murdered  by  any  people

be  as  I  am  your  true  and  real  Friend

We  received  your  Talk  by  our  Trader,  John  Miller, 
which  was  good  &  right,  and  we  have  fulfilled  what  you 
desire,  which  we  hope  you  will  consider  as  a  proof  of 
our  Love  &  Friendship  for  the  English,  Otu*  oldest 
Brothers,  And  now  We  hope  that  the  path  will  be  white 
to  Charlestown,  &  likewise  the  same  from  here  to  you  at 
Savannah,  and  the  same  path  to  be  white  to  M'  Galphins 
We  hope  you  will  receive  this  Talk  with  a  good  heart,  as 
We  received  yours 
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FuUocky  and  his 
Old  Brother  Cateagea  was  of  the  same  Family  as  the 
Murderer  was  and  as  they  Consented  by  Salegee,  put- 
ting him  to  death  it  was  done  as  you  desired  it,  so  it  is 
Compleated,  &  and  was  done  in  presence  of  several  of 
the  Traders — ^and  We  hope  from  this  day  forward,  that 
the  same  shall  not  be  repeated  again  —  As  there  is  full 
satisfaction  given  without  any  dispute,  and  We  hope  it 
will  remain  so  for  Ever — 

Salegee  desires  that  you  will  do  your  part,  in  remov- 
ing off  one  Charles  Marina  further  within  the  line  as  he 
is  quite  on  it,  And  as  he  caused  the  Doctor  to  move,  so 
he  desires  you  will  make  him  move  further  within  the 
line,  which  will  conclude  our  Friendship  for  Ever,  as 
W€  are  in  no  way  of  being  otherwise  tmless  it  happen  by 
our  Mad  People,  but  We  will  do  our  Endeavour  to  stop 
them  from  going  in  the  Settlements,  and  to  prevent  all 
bad  doing,  as  We  want  Nothing  but  peace  and  Quietness 
between  Our  Nation  and  the  White  People  our  Friends

which  you  acquaint  me  you  have  done.  And  have  therein 
Acted  like  Wise  and  good  Men,  who  want  to  preserve 
peace  and  Friendship — And  you  may  depend,  that  as 
the  path  is  now  open,  clear  and  white  between  us,  I  shall 
on  my  part  do  every  thing  in  my  power  to  keep  it  so. 
And  therefore  I  shall  enquire  about  Charles  Marian,  and 
if  he  shall  appear  to  have  Setled  without  the  line  on  your 
lands,  I  will  have  him  Removed,  and  in  all  Cases,  when- 
ever any  of  the  people  under  my  Government  Commit 
any  Trespass  on  your  land  or  Injure  any  of  your  people, 
I  will  have  them  punished,  and  take  care  to  have  Strict 
Justice  done  to  you,  as  far  as  in  my  power,  And  I  expect 
that  you  will  on  your  parts  keep  your  Stragling  people 
from  coming  into  our  settlements  which  is  the  true  cause 
of  all  the  disturbances,  that  happen  between  Us

kill  some  as  it  was  good  hunting  ground,  that  Wood  In- 
vited the  Indian  on  board  &  gave  him  a  dram  of  rum  & 
they  both  went  on  shore  &  went  a  hunting  That  they  con- 
tinued out  a  Considerable  time  that  after  they  returned  to 
the  boat,  Wood  told  the  Informant  that  he  had  Attempted 
to  Shoot  the  Indian  while  they  were  out  ahunting  &  had 
snapt  his  gim  several  times  at  him  as  they  passed  thro' 
watry  places,  but  his  gun  would  not  go  off.  Wood  far- 
ther said  That  his  Brother  had  died  lately  in  the  Indian 
Country  That  he  suspected  he  had  not  had  fair  play  & 
he  was  therefore  resolved  to  kill  an  Indian  for  Satisfac- 
tion. The  Informnnt  advised  him  not  to  do  so.  That 
towards  the  Evening  some  White  Men  Came  near  to  the

untill  His  Majestys  further  pleasure  be  signified,  and  all 
and  every  His  Majesty's  Governors  Lieutenant  Govern- 
ors, or  other  Persons  in  Command  in  his  Majesty's  Colo- 
nies in  North  America  who  are  Entrusted  with  the  dis- 
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posal  of  his  Majestys  Lands  in  the  said  Colonies,  do  for- 
bear upon  Pain  of  His  Majesty's  Highest  Displeasure,

Commissiond  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  are  intitled  to

The  humble  Address  of  the  Commons  House  of  As- 
sembly. — 

May   it  Please  your  Excellency — 

The  Commons  House  of  Assembly  having  this  day  re- 
ceived a  petition  from  a  number  of  Gentlemen  of  the 
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town  of  Savannah,  and  some  others,  in  favour  of  Joseph 
Prine,  a  convict  now  under  Sentence  of  death;  Setting 
forth  some  Circumstances  in  his  behalf  which  render  him, 
in  their  opinion  an  object  of  mercy,  and  entreating  this 
House  to  make  application  to  your  Excellency  in  his  fa- 
vour, and  after  having  ^taken  the  said  Petition  into  our 
serious  Consideration,  and  maturely  weighed  the  reasons 
therein  advanced,  being  led  to  hope  that,  as  he  has  al- 
ready suffered  greatly  by  a  long  Imprisonment,  attended 
by  many  other,  though  Lawful  yet  Severe  and  Rigid 
hardships,  and  has  probably  been  brought  to  a  proper 
Sense  of  his  former  Crimes,  and  bad  Conduct,  by  such 
charitable  and  religious  arguments  and  doctrine  as  have 
from  time  to  time  been  frequently  Urged  and  Communi- 
cated to  him,  he  may  (should  your  Excellency  think 
proper  conditionally  to  remit  his  Sentence)  become  a  good 
and  useful  Subject  to  his  Majesty  we  therefore  beg  Leave 
humbly  to  recommend  the  said  Joseph  Prine  as  an  object 
of  Compassion,  and  Solicit  you  to  extend  mercy  towards 
him  in  Such  way  as  to  your  Excellency  shall  seem  most

That  they  beg  leave  to  Express  their  grateful  appro- 
bation of  a  bill  which  has  lately  originated  in  and  passed 
through  the  Honorable  house :  That  the  like  worthy  prin- 
ciples to  which  they  owe  it's  present  ensure  to  them  it's 
ultimate  Success;  That,  the  inhumanity,  the  Injustice, 
the  inefficiency  of  Criminal  Laws,  have,  in  almost  every 
Society,  been  the  frequent  Subject  of  Complaint:  That 
they  congratulate  themselves  that  in  the  House  they  are 
likely  to  become  the  Subject  of  enquiry  and  Amendment : 
That  they  thank  their  Representatives  for  what  they  have 
already  done,  and  they  desire  to  consider  it  as  an  earnest 
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of  their  yet  farther  attention  to  a  matter  almost  as  gen- 
erally neglected  as  it  is  important :  But  that  amidst  these 
their  hopes  and  congratulations  they  may  be  allowed  like- 
wise to  pour  forth  their  Sorrows ;  That  a  fellow  creature, 
a  fellow  Member  of  their  Society,  groans  under  the  heavy 
Sentence  of  that  grievous  law  which  you  have  lately 
so  publicly  and  Solemnly  disapproved:  That  he  is 
snatched  away  at  the  dawn  of  mercy,  he  is  wrecked  with- 
in sight  of  the  harbour:  That  should  Prine  Suffer,  and 
your  bill  pass  into  law,  he  dies  not  in  the  Eye  of  reason 
for  the  crime,  but  for  the  time  of  its  commission:  That 
he  dies  not  for  having  Stolen  a  Mare,  but  for  having 
Stolen  in  1772  instead  of  1773.  That  they  hope  they  shall 
not  be  Spectators  of  such  a  Scene :  That  they  entreat  your 
application  to  his  Majesty's  Representative  in  behalf  of 
this  Unhappy  man :  That  offices  of  Mercy  are  at  all  times 
amiable,  but  on  this  Occasion  they  must  in  you  be  pecu- 
liarly becoming:  That  they  feel  their  entreaties  more 
than  Seconded  by  what  you  yourselves  have  so  lately 
done :  That  though  their  petition  is  Signed  but  by  a  very 
trifling  number  of  your  Constituents,  they  take  upon 
themselves  to  assert  that  it  conveys  the  sentiments  of  the 
Majority,  for  to  approve  of  the  alx)ve  mentioned  bill,  and 
to  approve  of  the  requested  application,  must,  with  every 
consistent  person,  be  one  and  the  same  feeling  &c* 

The  Board  taking  the  same  under  Consideration  Unan- 
imously advised  his  Excellency,  that  the  said  Criminal 
should  be  Pardoned,  upon  Special  condition  however, 
that  he  Transport  himself  Forthwith  out  of  the  Province, 
and  that  he  never  return  to  this  Province  again,  under 
pain,  that  the  Sentence  under  which  he  now  lies  be  Ex- 
ecuted.

His  Excellency  acquainted  the  Board  that  he  has  some 
doubt  whether  he  can  assent  to  the  Bill,  which  has  lately 
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passed  both  Houses  of  Assembly  Intitled  a  Bill  to  prevent 
the  Stealing  of  horses  and  neat  Cattle,  and  unlawfully 
branding  marking  and  killing  or  driving  the  Same,  be- 
cause, by  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  Great  Britain,  horse 
stealing  is  felony  without  benefit  of  Clergy,  and  by  the 
bill  lately  passedi,  Horse-stealing  for  the  first  offence  is 
punishable  only  with  Corporal  punishment  and  His  Ex- 
cellency's Commission  from  His  Majesty  is  in  these 
words  following  viz*  "And  you  the  Said  James  Wright 
with  the  consent  of  our  said  Council  and  Assembly,  or 
the  major  part  of  them  respectively  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  make  constitute  and  ordain  Laws,  Stat- 
utes and  Ordinances,  which  said  Laws  statutes  and  Or- 
dinances are  not  to  be  repugnant  but  as  near  as  may  be 
agreeable  unto  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  our  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain"  Wherefore  he  desired  the  opinion 
of  this  Board,  whether  he  can  give  his  Assent  to  the  Pass- 
ing of  the  said  Bill. 

The  Board  taking  the  matter  into  their  most  serious 
Consideration  (and  being  convinced  of  his  Excellency's 
earnest  desire  to  adhere,  on  every  occasion,  to  His  most 
Sacred  Majesty's  Instructions)  do  conceive  that  altho'  his 
Majesty,  by  his  Commission  to  his  Excellency,  directs 
"that  all  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  are  to  be,  as 
near  as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of 
his  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain"  Yet  that  it  was  not  there- 
by meant  to  preclude  his  Excellency  from  assenting  to 
a  Bill  which  may  vary  from  the  Laws  of  England  in  an 
Instance  that  neither  affects  the  Rights  of  the  Crown, 
now  the  Liberty  of  the  Subject,  and  which  may  be  advis- 
able on  Account  of  some  local  Circumstance. 

That  altho,  by  the  Laws  of  England,  the  Stealing  a 
Horse  is  punished  capitally  in  the  first  Instance,  yet  it 
is  to  be  observed,  that  there,  Horses  are  generally  lodged 
within  Inclosures,  and  on  that  account  there  is  less  diffi- 
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culty  in  determining  on  the  Intention  of  a  Person,  who 
has  another  man's  horse  in  his  possession,  than  in  these 
Southern  Provinces,  where  Horses  are  more  in  a  State 
of  nature  and  frequently  go  at  Large  in  the  Woods;  so 
that  often  times,  it  may  not  be  easy  to  determine  whether 
a  man  takes  the  Horse  of  another,  with  an  Intention  to 
Steal  it,  or  whether  he  takes  it  up  as  a  Stray  Horse,  or  a 
Wild  Horse. 

It  is  also  observable,  that  where  offences  are  punished 
Capitally  in  the  first  Instance ;  Jurors,  Prosecutors,  and 
witnesses,  from  Humanity  and  an  unwillingness  to  take 
away  the  Life  of  a  man,  do  construe  everything  so  favor- 
ably on  the  side  of  the  Prisoner  that  (there  being  no 
medium  between  Death  and  not  Guilty)  a  notorious  of- 
fender sometimes  escapes  without  any  punishment,  where- 
as if  the  Punishment  had  been  some  severe  corporal 
Punishment,  they  would  not  have  hesitated  to  find  the 
Prisoner  Guilty:  and  when  Criminals  are  once  con- 
vinced that  the  Transgression  of  the  Law  will  tje  attended 
with  certain  Punishment;  and  that  there  is  no  Reliance 
on  the  Humanity  of  a  Jury,  it  may  tend  to  break  up 
those  Gangs  of  Horse  Thieves  which  now  infest  the  Prov- 
ince. To  this  it  may  be  added,  that  if  Horse  Stealing 
was  not  punished  capitally  in  the  first  Instance ;  the  man 
who  Stole  a  Horse  would  not  be  so  ready  to  murder  the 
owner  of  the  Horse,  in  order  to  conceal  the  Robbery; 
as  where  the  Stealing  of  a  horse  is  in  the  first  Instance 
punishable  in  an  equal  degree  with  murder,  and  when 
Crimes  of  a  different  Malignancy  are  ptmished  in  an 
equal  D^ree ;  bad  men  are  apt  to  judge  of  Crimes  from 
the  punishment  annexed  to  them,  and  to  commit  the 
greatest  with  as  little  Remorse  as  the  least ;  which  proves 
how  necessary  it  is  that  the  Quantum  of  the  Punishment 
should  correspond  with  the  Nature  of  the  Crime. 

For  these  and  many  other  reasons  too  tedious  to  men- 
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tion;  the  Board  unanimously  advises  his  Excellency  to 
assent  to  the  Bill  in  Question,  and  humbly  hopes  that  his 
Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  consider  this  advice 
given  to  his  Excellency  as  agreeable  to  the  Spirit  of  his 
Excellency's  Commission,  however  it  seem  to  vary  from 
the  Strict  Letter  of  it.

His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board  a  Petition  from 
William  Belcher  one  of  the  Justices  for  the  Parish  of  S* 
Philip,  Isaac  Ford  a  Justice  for  the  Parish  of  S'  Matthew 
and  William  Love  Constable  in  S'  Philip's  Parish. — 
Setting  forth  **that  about  Eighteen  months  ago,  there  was 
a  number  of  disorderly  Persons,  in  and  about  the  said 
Parishes  of  S'  Philip  and  S^  Matthew,  daily  robbing  the 
honest  Industrious  Settlers  thereon  of  their  Cattle  and 
other  Effects. 

That  one  Benjamin  Johnston  among  many  others  was 
Susi>ected  of  having  committed  the  said  Crimes,  and 
information  being  lodged  against  him  by  some  of  the 
Residents  of  the  said  Parishes  a  Warrant  or  Warrants  to 
apprehend  him,  as  your  Petitioners  have  been  informed 
were  Issued  against  him  by  the  Hon****  Anthony  Stokes 
Escf  Chief  Justice  of  this  Province. 

That  the  said  Benjamin  Johnston  hearing  of  the  said 
Warrant  being  Issued  against  him,  fled  the  Province, 
but  in  a  few  months  afterwards  came  to  your  Petitioners 
— Isaac  Ford  and  William  Belcher  and  Surrendered  him- 
self, at  the  same  time  alledging  that  if  he  could  be  bailed 
to  the  then  next  Sessions,  and  permitted  to  g^ve  Evidence 
for  the  Crown,  he  could  convict  at  Least  Eighteen  Per- 
sons, whose  names  he  then  mentioned  to  Your  Peti- 
tioners.

His  Excellency  acquainted  the  Board  that  he  has  some 
doubt  whether  he  can  assent  to  the  Bill,  which  has  lately 
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passed  both  Houses  of  Assembly  Intitled  a  Bill  to  prevent 
the  Stealing  of  horses  and  neat  Cattle,  and  unlawfully 
branding  marking  and  killing  or  driving  the  Same,  be- 
cause, by  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  Great  Britain,  horse 
stealing  is  felony  without  benefit  of  Clergy,  and  by  the 
bill  lately  passed.  Horse-stealing  for  the  first  offence  is 
punishable  only  with  Corporal  punishment  and  His  Ex- 
cellency's Commission  from  His  Majesty  is  in  these 
words  following  viz'  "And  you  the  Said  James  Wright 
with  the  consent  of  our  said  Council  and  Assembly,  or 
the  major  part  of  them  respectively  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  make  constitute  and  ordain  Laws,  Stat- 
utes and  Ordinances,  which  said  Laws  statutes  and  Or- 
dinances are  not  to  be  repugnant  but  as  near  as  may  be 
agreeable  unto  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  our  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain'*  Wherefore  he  desired  the  opinion 
of  this  Board,  whether  he  can  give  his  Assent  to  the  Pass- 
ing of  the  said  Bill. 

The  Board  taking  the  matter  into  their  most  serious 
Consideration  (and  being  convinced  of  his  Excellency's 
earnest  desire  to  adhere,  on  every  occasion,  to  His  most 
Sacred  Majesty's  Instructions)  do  conceive  that  altho'  his 
Majesty,  by  his  Commission  to  his  Excellency,  directs 
**that  all  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  arc  to  be,  as 
near  as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of 
his  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain"  Yet  that  it  was  not  there- 
by meant  to  preclude  his  Excellency  from  assenting  to 
a  Bill  which  may  vary  from  the  Laws  of  England  in  an 
Instance  that  neither  aflfects  the  Rights  of  the  Crown, 
now  the  Liberty  of  the  Subject,  and  which  may  be  advis- 
able on  Account  of  some  local  Circumstance. 

That  altho,  by  the  Laws  of  England,  the  Stealing  a 
Horse  is  punished  capitally  in  the  first  Instance,  yet  it 
is  to  be  observed,  that  there.  Horses  are  generally  lodged 
within  Inclosures,  and  on  that  account  there  is  less  diffi- 
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culty  in  determining  on  the  Intention  of  a  Person,  who 
has  another  man's  horse  in  his  possession,  than  in  these 
Southern  Provinces,  where  Horses  are  more  in  a  State 
of  nature  and  frequently  go  at  Large  in  the  Woods ;  so 
that  often  times,  it  may  not  be  easy  to  determine  whether 
a  man  takes  the  Horse  of  another,  with  an  Intention  to 
Steal  it,  or  whether  he  takes  it  up  as  a  Stray  Horse,  or  a 
Wild  Horse. 

It  is  also  observable,  that  where  offences  are  punished 
Capitally  in  the  first  Instance;  Jurors,  Prosecutors,  and 
witnesses,  from  Humanity  and  an  unwillingness  to  take 
away  the  Life  of  a  man,  do  construe  everything  so  favor- 
ably on  the  side  of  the  Prisoner  that  (there  being  no 
medium  between  Death  and  not  Guilty)  a  notorious  of- 
fender sometimes  escapes  without  any  punishment,  where- 
as if  the  Punishment  had  been  some  severe  corporal 
Punishment,  they  would  not  have  hesitated  to  find  the 
Prisoner  Guilty:  and  w^hen  Criminals  are  once  con- 
vinced that  the  Transgression  of  the  Law  will  t|e  attended 
with  certain  Punishment;  and  that  there  is  no  Reliance 
on  the  Humanity  of  a  Jury,  it  may  tend  to  break  up 
those  Gangs  of  Horse  Thieves  which  now  infest  the  Prov- 
ince. To  this  it  may  be  added,  that  if  Horse  Stealing 
was  not  punished  capitally  in  the  first  Instance;  the  man 
who  Stole  a  Horse  would  not  be  so  ready  to  murder  the 
owner  of  the  Horse,  in  order  to  conceal  the  Robbery; 
as  where  the  Stealing  of  a  horse  is  in  the  first  Instance 
punishable  in  an  equal  degree  with  murder,  and  when 
Crimes  of  a  different  Malignancy  are  pimished  in  an 
equal  Degree;  bad  men  are  apt  to  judge  of  Crimes  from 
the  punishment  annexed  to  them,  and  to  commit  the 
greatest  with  as  little  Remorse  as  the  least ;  which  proves 
how  necessary  it  is  that  the  Quantum  of  the  Punishment 
sliould  correspond  with  the  Nature  of  the  Crime. 

For  these  and  many  other  reasons  too  tedious  to  men- 
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tion;  the  Board  unanimously  advises  his  Excellency  to 
assent  to  the  Bill  in  Question,  and  humbly  hopes  that  his 
Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  consider  this  advice 
g^ven  to  his  Excellency  as  agreeable  to  the  Spirit  of  his 
Excellency's  Commission,  however  it  seem  to  vary  from 
the  Strict  Letter  of  it.

That  your  Petitioners  desirous  from  what  the  said

wards taken,  To  Wit,  his  Uncle  Joseph  Johnston  and  one 
Aaron  Fryer)  and  as  much  as  in  their  power  lay  to  bring 
them  to  condign  Punishment,  as  they  apprehended  it 
their  duty  and  for  the  Publick  good  so  to  do.  Did  at 
some  Expence  and  trouble  come  with  him  to  Savannah, 
and  there  entered  into  Recognizance,  for  his  appearing 
at  the  then  next  Sessions. 

That  the  said  Joseph  Johnston  against  whom  the  said 
Benjamin  Johnston  had  g^ven  information,  bribed  and 
persuaded  the  said  Benjamin  Johnston  to  leave  the  Prov- 
ince, and  not  appear  at  the  Sessions  against  him,  by 
which  means  your  Petitioners  Recognizance  for  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  said  Benjamin  Johnston  became  forfeited. 

That  your  Petitioners  having  endeavored  all  in  their 
power  to  take  the  Said  Benjamin  Johnston  and  to  bring 
him  to  Justice,  and  for  this  Purpose  have  passed  their 
Notes  to  different  Persons,  each  in  the  Sum  of  Fifty 
Pounds  Sterling  as  a  Reward  to  any  Person  who  should 
apprehend  and  deliver  him  to  the  keeper  of  the  common 
Goal  in  Savannah. 

That  your  Petitioners  not  being  able  as  yet  to  appre- 
hend the  said  Benjamin  Johnston,  actions  of  det^t  have  of 
Course  been  brought  against  them  by  his  Majesty's  Attor- 
ney General  for  recovery  of  the  Penalties  of  their  Several 
recognizances  whereby  Your  Petitioners  apprehend  they 
will  be  great  Sufferers  especially,  if  the  said  Suits  should 
be  carried  on  against  them  with  Rigor,  altho*  they  must 
observe  they  were  actuated  by  no  other  motive  to  enter 
into  such  Recognizances  for  the  appearance  of  the  said 
Benjamin  Johnston,  than  w^ith  a  view  to  apprehend  the 
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said  several  Persons  named  by  him  and  to  bring  them  to 
Justice  whereby  your  Petitioners  as  they  conceived  would 
be  of  Service  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Parishes  and 
to  the  Province  in  General. 

That  if  your  Petitioners  are  obliged  to  pay  the  Pen- 
alties of  their  said  Several  Recognizances  they  will  be 
effectually  deterred  from  doing  their  duty  in  future  with 
that  Spirit  and  activity  they  have  hitherto  done,  and  which 
they  still  wish  to  do. 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray  Your  Excel- 
lency to  take  their  case  into  Consideration,  and  to  direct 
the  said  Attorney  General  to  Stop  further  proceedings 
against  them  on  their  said  Recognizances  or  otherwise  to 
grant  them  such  relief  therein  as  to  your  Excellency  shall 
seem  meet,  and  your  Petitioners  will  Ever  Pray. 

After  which  his  Excellency  informed  the  Board  that 
his  Instructions  restricted  him  from  remitting  any  fines 
or  forfeitures  that  exceeded  ten  pounds  Sterling  and  the

Captain  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  his  Majes- 
ty's Province  of  Georgia  &c* — 

The  Memorial  of  Henry  Yonge  Esq'  his  Majesty's 
Surveyor  General  of  Lands  in  the  Province  of  Georgia — 
humbly  Sheweth, 

That  your  Memorialist  has  maturely  considered  your 
Excellency's  Order  in  Council  of  the  3**  Instant  to  him 
directed,  in  Consequence  of  his  Majesty's  Royal  Instruc- 
tions and  direction  for  the  future  Surv^eys  and  disposal 
of  his  Lands  in  his  Province  of  Georgia. 

That  in  the  due  and  Proper  execution  of  your  Ex- 
cellency's said  Order  almost  insuperable  difficulties  have 
Occurred  to  your  Memorialist  which  lie  begs  Leave  to 
represent  to  your  Excellency. 

To  Wit,  That  Previous  to  the  Sur\^eys  as  directed  of 
such  Lands  as  are  fit  for  Cultivation  and  Improvemn^ 
into  districts  and  divisions  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
an  Almost  general  Survey  of  this  Province,  before  he 
can  distinguish  properly,  the  granted  from  the  ungranted 
Lands :  This  Service  will  take  up  a  Considerable  length 
of  Time  and  will  be  attended  with  an  Immediate  and 
very  heavy  Expense  and  such  as  your  Memorialist  has 
no  means  of  defraying  besides  the  Numerous  detached 
Tracts  all  over  the  Province,  that  are  bounded  on  all 
Sides  by  Lands  Vacant  will  be  Exceedingly  Perplexing 
and  Tedious  to  Ascertain  and  Lay  them  down  in  a  Gen- 
eral Plan. 

That  your  Memorialist  may  with  Certainty  say,  that 
in  very  few,  if  in  any  part  within  the  Preseint  Limits  of 
Georgia,  Exclusive  of  the  late  Indian  Ciession  to  his 
Majesty  a  Vacant  Tract  of  Five  thousand  Acres  of  Land 
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fit  for  Cultivation  and  Improvement  can  in  any  one  place 
be  found,  And  that  Exclusive  of  the  said  Cession  your 
Memorialist  is  Clearly  of  Opinion,  that  there  is  not  of 
Plantable  Lands  Three  hundred  Thousand  Acres  remain- 
ing Vacant,  And  those  Chiefly  in  the  Interior  and  distant 
Parts  of  the  Province,  and  in  small  Tracts  from  One 
hundred  to  five  hundred,  and  at  most  one  thousand  Acres, 
lying  partly  between  former  Surveys,  and  partly  on  Nar- 
row Branches  and  rivulets  leading  into  the  Pine  Lands 
from  the  Principal  Swamp  and  Plantable  Land  hereto- 
fore Granted — 

That  in  this  as  in  most  of  his  Majesty's  Southern 
Provinces  there  is  more  than  five  times  the  proportion 
of  Pine  and  Barren  Lands  and  Salt  Water  Marsh  Lands, 
than  of  lands  plantable  and  fit  for  present  Cultivation. 

That  the  Pine  Lands  remote  from  Navigable  rivers 
are  unprofitable,  and  even  Useless  for  the  Timber,  and 
the  Salt  Water  Marshes  being  Boggy  sunken  Lands  are 
only  Improveable  at  a  heavy  Expense,  and  Labour,  and 
therefore  but  little  of  these  Lands  will  be  Asked  for, 
save  at  a  distant  Period,  and  they  will  by  no  means  Sell, 
Altho'  some  small  Tracts  of  both  kinds  may  Occasionally 
be  Applied  for  where  they  are  Contiguous  to,  or  Adjoin- 
ing the  Possessors  of  Lands,  but  the  Means  of  such  Ap- 
plications for  Spots  of  Vacant  Land  Intermixed  and 
lying  between  fonner  Surveys,  and  for  the  Surplus 
Measure  of  many  Tracts  will  Idc  Obstructed  if  the  Usual 
Method,  by  Petition  to  his  Majesty's  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil is  Entirelv  disallowed. 

That  in  every  Parish  in  this  Province  (Twelve  in 
Number)  it  will  be  Necessary  to  Employ  at  least  two 
Surveyors  for  the  Intended  Services,  And  tho'  your 
Memorialist  cannot  be  particular  in  respect  to  the  Time 
these  Services  may  require  he  is  of  Opinion  That  it  can- 
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not  be  less  than  One  year  before  the  Surveys  and  Plats 
can  be  so  far  Perfected,  As  to  Proceed  to  the  Sale  of 
any  of  the  Lands,  And  it  will  Probably  be  two  Years  be- 
fore they  will  be  Compleated,  The  Yearly  Expences  there- 
of at  a  Moderate  Calculation,  will  Amount  to  Upwards 
of  Twenty  thousand  Pounds  Sterling, — To  Each  Deputy 
Surveyor  including  Provisions  and  the  Necessary  As- 
sistants will  not  be  less  than  three  Guineas  P'  diem,  be- 
sides a  Payment  to  them  for  Each  Plat  returned. 

That  the  duty  enjoyned  your  Memorialist,  of  making 
a  Report  Descriptive  of  the  Nature  and  Advantages  of 
the  districts  in  General,  and  of  Each  Particular  Lot, 
Also  of  such  Parts  as  Appear  to  him  to  be  Necessary  and 
Proper  for  Publick  Uses,  cannot  with  any  degree  of  Cer- 
tainty be  performed  but  on  View  of  Each  District  and 
Lot,  Because  the  Surveyors,  however  Accurate  in  their 
Survey's  are  not  Judges  of  the  different  Qualities  of 
Lands,  or  how  far  they  are,  or  are  not  Improveable,  or 
of  such  Parts  as  may  be  Necessary  to  reserve  for  Pub- 
lick  Uses — These  duty's  will  therefore  prove  tedious, 
and  very  Expensive  to  your  Memorialist 

Your  Memorialist  besides  his  Incumbent  Duty  will  be 
always  Happy  in  the  Faithful  discharge  of  his  Office,  and 
of  the  Trust  reposed  in  Him,  by  Executing  with  dispatch 
and  diligence  the  Royal  Commands  Signified  to  your 
Excellency  relative  to  His  department,  But  with  Con- 
cern he  is  obliged  to  Say,  that  it  seems  not  to  be  in  his 
Ppvver  to  Carry  this  your  Excellencys  Order  into  Execu- 
tion :  And  with  the  Utmost  deference  Respect  and  Duty, 
the  Consideration  of  what  your  Memorialist  has  Offered 
is  humbly  Submitted  to  your  Excellency.

His  Excellency  communicated  to  the  Board  a  Letter, 
he  some  time  ago  received  from  his  Excellency  Patrick 
Tonyn  Esq""  Governor  of  East  Florida  dated  at  S*  Au- 
gustine 27  June  last.  Acquainting  him  that  having  In- 
formation that  a  Vessel  from  the  Province  of  Georgia, 
entered  the  River  S*  John,  with  sundry  Stores  for  the 
Indians;  he  desired  the  Chief  Justice  to  Issue  his  War- 
rant to  Seize  the  same:  and  sent  Cap*  Moncrief  to  the 
said  River  to  see  the  Warrant  executed,  when  there  was  ' 
found  on  board  the  following  Articles — 

24  Rifle  Guns. 
554"  of  Gun  powder 
700.  weight  of  Ball 
which  were  Seized,  and  deposited  in  the  Kings  Store. 


His  Excellency  also  produced  an  Information  given 
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upon  Oath  by  George  Barnes  of  Silver  Bluff,  setting 
forth,  that  Sundry  Indian  Trading  Goods,  were  carried 
in  a  Schooner  from  Frederica  (on  the  Island  of  S* 
Simons  in  this  Province)  to  the  Trading  House  or  Store 
of  James  Spalding  &  Company  on  S^  Jcrfin's  River, 
Chiefly  Consisting  of  Strouds,  one  Hogshead  of  Rum 
some  Rifle  Guns,  and  Ammunition,  which  two  last  ar- 
ticles were  Seized  by  order  of  the  Governor  of  East 
Florida,  and  taken  out  of  the  said  Schooner,  before  she 
got  to  the  Trading  House,  where  she  delivered  the  Re- 
mainder of  her  Cargo. — He  also  communicated  to  the 
Board  the  Letters  he  had  formerly  received  from  Lieu* 
Governor  Moultrie,  and  from  Governor  Tonyn,  in  which 
the  former  wrote  as  follows  Viz* 

"In  the  mean  time  I  prepare  for  the  Worst,  I  shall 
''prevent  Supplies  being  carried  to  them,  and  have  Issued 
"a  Proclamation  for  that  purpose"  And  the  Letter  as 
followes;  "Before  my  arrival  Lieu*  Governor  Moultrie 
"had  taken  some  Measures  in  part,  towards  putting  a 
"Stop  to  Indian  Trade,  that  System  does  now  continue, 
"and  every  other  necessary  one,  shall  be  adopted,  to 
"concur  in  all  respects,  with  whatever  Plans,  you  may 
"think  requisite,  to  obtain  the  desirable  Object,  your 
"Excellency  has  in  View." — 

UpHDn  which  His  Excellency  Observed  (and  the  Board 
was  of  Opinion)  that  from  the  Tenor  of  the  said  Letters, 
it  was  to  be  supposed  that  all  Trade  whatever  with  the 
Indians  had  been  stop't  in  the  said  Province  of  East 
Florida:  yet  he  had  received  Information,  that  the  said 
Goods  to  the  amount  or  value  of  £1400  SterHng,  had 
actually  been  sold  and  disposed  of,  to  Sundry  Creek  In- 
dians.— 

His  Excellency  also  communicated  to  the  Board  three 
Letters  he  received  last  Night    from^  M'   David   Taitt,

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Coll'  James  Grierson  and  Cap^  Edward  Barnard  all  dated 
at  Augusta  the  24^^  Instant ;  Acquainting  his  Excellency 
of  the  arrival  of  nine  Indians,  belonging  to  the  Oak- 
fuskie  Town  in  the  upper  Creek  Nation,  at  the  House  of 
M'  Mackay:  and  in  M*"  Taitt's  Letter  was  Inclosed  a 
Talk  said,  to  have  been  sent  from  some  of  the  Head  Men , 
of  the  upper  Creeks,  and  brought  down  to  Augusta  by 
the  aforesaid  Indians,  Expressing  their  desire  for  Peace, 
and  declaring  that  they  had  no  concern  with  the  Cowetas, 
who  had  done  the  Mischief:  and  requesting  that  they 
might  have  their  Traders  and  Pack  Horses  back  to  their 
Nation,  as  they  were  now  very  Poor  for  Goods,  and  the 
hunting  Season  near  at  hand,  and  repeating  ag^in,  that 
they  in  the  Upper  Towns,  who  are  for  Peace,  and  desire 
to  have  a  Supply  of  Goods,  think  it  hard  to  suffer  on 
Account  of  the  Cowetas,  with  whom  they  have  nothing 
to  do,  and  will  have  nothing  to  say. — In  this  Letter  was 
also  inclosed,  an  affidavit  of  William  Frazer,  late  an  In- 
dian Trader,  taken  at  Augusta  the  20**"  Instant  before 
Coll'  Grierson,  Setting  forth,  That  on  the  14***  Instant, 
a  Negro  belonging  to  the  said  Frazer  got  in  the  Woods 
near  Bryar  Creek  from  a  White  Man  that  called  himself 
Sullivan,  and  brought  to  his  House,  Two  Pack  Horses 
with  four  Kegs  of  Rum,  one  5*  Box  of  Paint,  some  Red 
Lead,  about  half  a  piece  of  Trading  Callicoe,  and  sundry 
other  things,  which  he  did  not  examine ;  and  that  on  tlie 
next  day  one  Humphrey  Fairchild,  claimed  the  said 
Horses  and  Goods;  which  at  first  he  said  he  was  carry- 
ing to  the  Horse  Camp  belonging  to  M*"  Rae,  but  after- 
wards acknowledged,  he  was  going  to  the  Creek  Nation ; 
and  from  thence  intended  to  proceed  on  to  Mobille,  And 
that  the  Deponant  Accordingly  let  Fairchild  take  his 
Goods  away ;  but  as  he  had  previous  to  his  Coming,  sent 
for  some  Neighbors  to  assist  in  Securing  Sullivan  (a 
noted  Horse  thief)'  and  who  he  expected  in  Consequence 
of  the  Negro  Story,  and  that   when    they    came,    they 
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blamed  him  for  not  detaining  the  Horses  and  Goods, 
whereupon  he  with  his  neighbours  followed  said  Fair- 
child  over  Ogeeche  River,  with  intention  to  take  every 
thing  from  him,  but  could  not  find  him,  and  That  the 
Deponant  returned  to  his  House  aforesaid,  just  after 
dark,  when  Adam  Holanger,  Isaac  Fyffe,  one  Cowbum, 
and  another  Man  he  did  not  know,  came  there ;  and  that 
Holanger  knock't  said  Deponant  with  a  Hickory  Grub, 
and  Stamp't  upon  him  with  his  feet,  and  gave  him  much 
abusive  language;  And  this  Deponant  further  declared, 
that  when  Humphrey  Fairchild  was  at  his  House,  he  told 
him  that  said  Holanger,  Fyffe  and  some  others,  were 
going  along  with  him  to  the  Nation. 

M'  Grierson  in  his  Letter  Acquainted  his  Excellency, 
That  within  a  few  days,  he  had  received  a  Letter  from 
M*"  Galphin,  in  which  he  informed  him  of  a  quantity  of 
Goods  having  been  lately  sold  to  the  Lower  Creeks,  by 
Mess"  Kelsall  and  Spalding  amounting  to  about  £1400 
Sterling;  and  that  one  of  his  People  who  was  sent  to 
the  Fork  Towns  after  some  horses,  which  were  lost,  was 
returned  from  thence,  and  said,  That  the  Indians  were 
flocking  from  all  Quarters  to  Purchase  the  above  Goods, 
And  that  they  had  sold  Seventeen  Barrels  of  Rum  in  a 
few  days.  And  M**  Grierson  further  mentioned,  that  he 
would  get  the  man's  Affidavit,  and  send  it  to  his  Ex- 
cellency. 

And  whereupon  it  was  directed,  that  the  Attorney 
General  do  look  into,  and  consider  of  the  Several  Laws 
of  this  Province  relating  to  the  Indian  Trade;  and  abo 
fully  consider  the  nature  of  the  Offence  committed  by 
the  said  Kelsall  and  Spalding,  and  report  his  Opinion 
how  far  they  are  liable  to  any,  and  what  prosecution  for 
the  same,  and  as  things  are  circumstanced  at  present ; 
Whether  Persons  can  be  restrained  from  going  to  the 
Indian  Country,  or  may  be  punished  for  so  doing  Con- 
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trary  to  Tenor  of  the  Governor's  Proclamation,  for  pre- 
venting all  Trade  and  intercourse  with  the  Creek  In- 
dians.— 

His  Excellency  also  communicated  to  the  Board,  part 
of  a  Letter  he  had  received  from  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth, 
His  Majesty's  Princii>al  Secretary  of  State  for  America 
dated  the  4***  day  of  May  last,  in  Answer  to  his  Ex- 
cellency's Letter  transmitting  the  Petition  of  both  Houses 
of  Assembly  to  His  Majesty,  Humbly  Praying  Assist- 
ance by  some  of  His  Majesty's  Troops:  And  observed 
thereupon;  That  he  is  not  to  expect  any  of  the  King's 
Troops,  Unless  there  is  an  Actual  War  with  the  Indians, 
and  that  even  in  that  Case,  it  seems  very  distant  and 
doubtful,  for  from  the  Tenor  of  that  Letter,  he  appre- 
hends, he  is  first  to  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  when 
he  presumes  orders  may  go  to  the  Commander  in  Chief 
of  the  King's  Forces  in  North  America,  who  as  things 
may  at  that  time  be  circumstanced  there,  may  or  may  not 
send  Assistance. — And  that  even  if  he  should  think 
proper  to  send  any  Troops  here,  yet  in  the  mean  time, 
the  greatest  part  of  this  Province  would  probably  be 
broke  up,  and  ruined. 

And  his  Excellency  further  Observed  to  the  Board, 
That  as  large  Quantities  of  Goods  had  been  carried  and 
Sold  to  the  Indians  without  any  Licence,  and  contrary  to 
the  Laws  of  this  Province;  and  also  Contrary  to  the 
Proclamation  lately  Issued  for  Stopping  all  Trade  and 
Intercourse  with  the  said  Indians,  and  in  which  measure 
His  Excellency  had  been  Seconded  by  the  Governors  of 
the  Neighbouring  Provinces ;  And  as  he  Apprehended  the 
Creek  Indians  had,  or  would  soon  hear  of  the  Murthers 
committed  by  the  Northward  Indians  in  Virginia  &c* 
he  is  in  doubt  and  much  afraid,  that  they  will  not  com- 
pleat  the  Satisfaction  required  of  them  by  His  Ex- 
cellency for  the  Barbarous  and    unprovoked    Murthers 
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committed  by  them  on  some  of  tlie  Inhabitants  in  the 
back  Settlements  in  December  and  January  last;  And 
Therefore  recommended  it  to  the  Board,  to  take  the 
whole  Matter  into  their  most  Serious  Consideration,  So 
That  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  or  as  Soon  as 
he  hears  from  the  Lower  Creeks;  Such  Measures  may 
be  Concerted  as  may  be  thought  most  Prudent  and  Neces- 
sary in  our  Present  State,  in  Case  the  said  Indians  shall 
decline  or  delay  giving  any  further  Satisfaction. —

His  Excellencv  Communicated  to  the  Board  an  Affi- 
davit  of  James  Kitchen  Esq'  Collector  of  his  Majesty's 
Customs  for  the  Port  of  Sunbury,  also  an  Affidavit  of 
Isaac  Antrobus  Esq'  Comptroller  and  Searcher  of  his 
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Majestys  Customs  for  the  said  Port,  which  were  Sever- 
ally Read — Whereupon  His  Excellency  desired  the  Opin- 
ion of  the  Board,  what  Steps  he  should  take  to  Punish  the 
Persons  Concerned  in  rescuing  the  Vessell  and  Goods 
which  had  been  Seized  by  his  Majesty's  Officers. 

The  Board  taking  the  same  into  Consideration  were 
Unanimously  of  Opinion,  That  as  the  Powers  of  Gov- 
ernment seem  to  be  totally  unhing'd,  therefore  Prosecu- 
tions, at  present,  would  be  Ineffectual,  And  Recom- 
inended  it  to  his  Excellency  that  he  would  by  the  first 
Opportunity  Transmit  Copys  of  the  said  Affidavits,  as 
also  the  Opinion  of  the  Board  to  his  Majesty's  Secretary 
of  State. 

George  Baillie  Esquire  Commissary  General  Attended, 
and  Informed  his  Excellency  and  the  Board  that  a  Num- 
ber of  Men  were  now  removing  the  Cannon  Carriages, 
Shot,  and  other  Stores  belonging  to  his  Majesty,  from 
the  Place  where  the  same  were  Stored,  Whereupon  his 
Excellency  directed  M'  Baillie  to  Acquaint  the  Persons 
concerned  in  so  doing.  That  the  Guns  and  other  Articles 
were  the  Kings  Property,  and  to  forbid  Them  at  their 
Peril  to  remove  any  part  of  them ;  And  if  They  Persisted 
in  so  doing  to  take  a  list  of  the  Names  of  such  Persons 
amongst  them  as  he  knew. 

Sometime  after  M""  Baillie  returned,  and  Reported  to 
his  Excellency  "that  he  had  delivered  his  Excellency's 
Message  to  the  Persons  who  were  removing  the  King's 
Stores,  but  that  they  still  Continued  to  remove  them,  and 
told  him,  that  when  they  had  done,  They  would  give  him 
a  list  of  their  Names,  and  of  the  Articles  they  had  re- 
moved and  taken  away. 

The  Board  taking  the  said  Information  into  Mature 
and  Serious  Consideration,  were  Unanimously  of  Opin- 
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ion,  That  as  his  Excellency  has  no  Force  at  all,  in  his 
Power,  to  prevent  such  daring  UnlawfuU  Proceedings 
Nothing  more  can  be  done  at  present,  but  to  take  Affi- 
davits respecting  the  Matters  aforesaid.  Which  Affidavits 
when  taken.  The  Board  Unanimously  Advised  his  Ex- 
cellency to  Transmit  to  be  laid  before  his  Majesty. 

A  Letter  from  William  Bennet  a  deputy  Provost  Mar- 
shall dated  at  Sunbury  directed  to  Joseph'  Farley  Esq' 
Acting  Provost  Marshal,  also  an  Anonimous  Letter  di- 
rected to  the  said  William  Bennet  was  read  Whereby  it 
appears  that  the  said  William  Bennet  has  been  threaten- 
ed with  Punishment  if  he  serves  any  Writ  or  Process 
which  may  be  Issued  against  any  of  the  Persons  Con- 
cerned in  rescuing  the  Vessell  and  Cargoe  lately  seized  at 
Sunbury  by  the  Officers  of  the  Customs,  or  any  other 
Process  whatever. 

His  Excellency  also  Acquainted  the  Board  that  he  had 
been  Informed  by  a  Person  of  Credit,  that  a  few  days 
since  the  Informant  had  met  M'  Barnard  Elliot  of  South 
Carolina  at  a  place  called  Buck  Creek  in  this  Province, 
distant  about  sixty  miles  from  Savannah,  that  he  was 
Informed  the  said  M*"  Elliot  is  a  Captain  in  one  of  the 
Regiments  now  Raising  in  Carolina,  that  M'  Elliot  told 
the  Informant  He  had  come  into  this  Province  to  Enlist 
Men  for  that  Service,  the  Informant  saw  four  Recruits 
which  M*"  Elliot  had  Enlisted  who  had  Cockade's  in  their 
Hatts  of  blue  and  Orange  Colourd  Ribbonds,  that  M"* 
Elliot  told  the  Informant  he  was  going  among  the  Peo- 
ple who  were  Setled  in  the  Lands  lately  Ceded  to  his 
Majesty  ,by  the  Indians,  and  Expected  to  get  a  good 
Many  Men  there — the  Informant  further  Acquainted  His 
Excellency  that  he  had  lately  seen  a  Commission  from 
the  General  Committee  of  Carolina  Appointing  three 
Persons  Residents  of  that  Province  to  Regulate  and 
Superintend  the  Trade  Carried  on  with  the  Creek  In- 
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dians — Whereupon  the  Board  Unanimously  advised  his 
Excellency  to  Transmit  a  State  of  these  Extraordinary 
Proceedings  to  his  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  to  be 
laid  before  his  Majesty.

His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board  an  Affidavit 
which  he  received  yesterday  from  Augusta,  which  was 
rca«!  and  is  as  follows. 

Georgia  Parish  of  S*  Paul. 

Personally  appeared  Before  Us,  James  Seymour  James 
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Grierson  and  William  Goodgion,  three  of  his  Majesty's 
Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  Parish  aforesaid,  Joshua 
Smith,  who  being  duly  Sworn  to  declare  the  Truth,  saith, 
That  on  Saturday  the  Eighth  of  this  Instant  July  Robert 
Hamilton  was  at  the  House  of  Messieurs  Rae's  Elbert 
and  Company  in  Augusta,  and  Expressed  himself,  in  the 
Piazza,  in  the  Presence  of  Sundry  White  Persons  and 
Negroes  to  the  following  Purport  "That  in  Case  there 
should  be  Occasion  for  any  Assistance  from  them,  the 
Negroes,  in  Killing  the  Kings  Troops  Each  Negro  for 
so  doing  should  be  entitled  to  or  have  his  Freedom,  and 
further  this  deponant  saith  not, 

Joshua  Smith, 
Sworn  the  10*^  July  1775 

Whereupon  his  Excellency  desired  the  Opinion  of  the 
Board  what  Notice  should  be  taken  of  the  Matter  set 
forth  in  the  said  Affidavit.  And  the  Board  taking  the 
same  into  Consideration  Unanimously  Advised  his  Excel- 
lency to  refer  the  same  to  M*"  Chief  Justice  &  M'  Attorney 
General  that  they  may  Consider  the  Nature  of  the  Offence 
and  to  Proceed  there  upon  in  such  Manner  as  They  may 
Judge  most  Proper 

His  Excellency  then  Communicated  to  the  Board  an 
Address  which  he  had  received  from  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress which  was  read  in  the  words  following  Viz* 

To  His  Excellency,  Sir  James  Wright  Baronet  Captain 
General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  His  Majes- 
ty's Province  of  Georgia,  Chancellor  and  Vice  Admiral 
of  the  same — 

May  it  please  your  Excellency — 

We  his  Majesty's  dutiful  and  Loyal  Subjects,  the  Del-

egates  of  this  Province  in  Provincial  Congress  met  beg 
leave  to  Address  your  Excellency 

In  these  very  critical  and  alarming  Times  the  good 
People  of  this  Province  found  themselves  under  an  abso- 
lute necessity  to  take  some  Measures  for  the  Security  and 
Presei^vation  of  their  Liberties  and  everything  that  is  near 
and  dear  to  them,  and  They  have  Accordingly  chosen  a 
large  Number  of  Persons  to  meet  together  at  Savannah, 
to  consult  on  the  Means  to  obtain  Redress  under  our 
many  and  very  heavy  Grievances,  these  being  Accord- 
ingly met  (to  be  distinguished  from  the  Usual  Repre- 
sentation) have  Stiled  themselves  a  Provincial  Congress, 
And  from  the  Number  and  Character  of  the  Names, 
which  your  Excellency  may  see  is  our  last  Gazette,  Your 
Excellency  will  be  Convinced  the  Province  never  was 
more  fully  represented  in  any  Assembly,  tho'  possibly  this 
Measure  never  would  never  ^"^^  have  taken  place,  had  we 
not  from  several  successive  progations  ^"^^^^  or  adjourn- 
ments had  too  much  reason  to  fear  your  Excellency  had 
received  very  strong  Instructions  not  to  suffer  the  As- 
sembly to  enter  into  any  Measures  to  secure  the  rights  of 
America,  or  even  to  Petition  for  relief,  unless  in  Terms 
which  would  have  been  giving  up  the  Rights,  and  fixing 
lasting  Disgrace  on  the  Petitioners. 

Altho*  there  is  no  doubt  but  a  great  Majority  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  always  looked  upon  the 
claim  of  Parliament  to  take  away  the  property  of  Amer- 
icans as  illegal  and  oppressive,  yet  from  a  Variety  of 
Causes  not  unknown  to  your  Excellency,  this  Province 
in  the  American  Chain  has  hitherto  been  the  defaulting 
Link.  We  have  now  joynd  with  the  other  Provinces  in 
the  Continental  Congress. 

We  have  sent  a  Petition  to  his  Majesty,  Appointed 
Delegates  to  the  American  Congress,  and  entered  into 
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such  resolutions,  which  we  mean  inviolably  to  adhere  to, 
as  will  convince  the  Friends  and  Foes  of  America,  That 
we  would  not  live  unworthy  of  the  name  of  Britons,  or 
Labour  under  the  Suspicion  of  being  unconcerned  for 
the  Rights  and  Freedom  of  America. 

Extracts  of  some  letters  which  are  inserted  in  Par- 
liamentary proceedings,  widely  differ  from  what  must 
appear  to  every  unprejudiced  person  the  real  State  of  this 
Province.  We  are  not  Acquainted  with  an  Individual 
in  Georgia  who  looks  upon  the  Claims  of  Parliament  as 
just,  and  all  Men  speak  with  abhorrence  of  the  Measures 
made  use  of  to  enforce  them — our  fellow-Subjects  who 
formerly  entered  a  dissent  which  we  find  was  Transmit- 
ted to  the  Minister  in  terms  that  bespeak  the  great  pleas- 
ure it  gave  the  Transmitter,  now  generally  say  they  never 
differed  with  America  as  to  the  reality  of  Grievances,  but 
only  in  the  mode  of  obtaining  redress 

» 
Tho'  Candor  must  allow  these  mutilated  Extracts  laid 
before  Parliament  were  probably  rather  designed  by 
the  Minister  to  Screen  himself  and  justify  his  own 
measures,  than  to  give  a  just  and  true  account  of  what 
Information  he  might  have  received,  yet  we  cannot  help 
observing  the  general  purport  of  these  letters  seem  to 
have  a  much  greater  regard  to  the  designs  of  the  Minis- 
ter than  to  give  an  Impartial  Account  of  the  real  State 
of  things.  Other  Provinces  no  doubt  if  they  find  them- 
selves mentioned  in  any  part  of  them  will  view  them  in 
what  light  they  may  think  fit,  but  as  to  any  prejudicial 
information  they  may  contain  against  many  Persons  in 
this  Province,  while  its  not  to  be  expected  they  will 
give  up  their  feelings  as  Private  Men,  Your  Excellency 
may  be  assured  we  shall  always  pay  due  respect  to  his 
Majesty's  Representative,  and  with  great  pleasure  Ac- 
knowledge every  Service  your  Excellency  may  hereafter 
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render  to  Great  Britain  and  America,  whose  Interest  we 
know,  and  whose  Connection  we  wish  to  be  for  ever 
inseparable.  Your  Excellency  may  be  assured  these  are 
objects  We  have  greatly  at  heart,  and  shall  ever  do  what 
in  us  lies  towards  a  reconciliation  with  our  Parent  State 
on  Constitutional  principles,  as  well  as  endeavor  to  pre- 
serve the  Peace  and  good  order  of  this  Province

Whereupon  his  Excellency  observed  to  the  Board  that 
the  said  Address  contained  sundry  charges  against  him 
which  he  thought  were  without  any  just  foundation,  and 
deserved  their  opinions  whether  the  charges  in  the  said 
Address  were  sufficiently  founded  or  not,  And  the  Board 
taking  the  several  Matters  in  the  said  Address  respecting 
his  Excellency  into  consideration  were  Unanimously  of 
opinion,  that  the  Charge  against  his  Excellency  for  not 
permitting  the  General  Assembly  to  sit  is  not  justly 
founded,  for  the  following  reasons,  for  that  the  House 
did  meet  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  January  last,  when 
it  was  hoped  the  two  Branches  of  the  Legislature  would 
have  agreed  to  petition  his  Majesty  and  the  Parliament 
relative  to  the  unhappy  disputes  between  Great  Britain 
and  America,  That  i>etitions  were  given  in  to  the  Lower 
House  by  Several  Parishes  for  that  Purpose — that  a  Mes- 
sage was  also  sent  by  the  Upper  House  to  them  on  the 
Subject,  and  desiring  a  Conference,  all  which  prov'd 
ineffectual,  and  that  it  was  well  known  they  meant  to  take 
up  the  matter  of  the  resolves  &°  of  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  September  and  October  last,  and  there  was  great 
Reason  to  believe  that  those  proceedings  and  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Provincial  Congress  here  in  January  last 
would  have  been  approved  of,  which  made  it  advisable 
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to  adjour  them  at  that  time  to  the  9***  of  May,  and  that 
for  some  days  before  the  time  to  which  the  Assembly 
was  last  Adjourned  a  Report  Prevailed  which  was  gen- 
erally Credited  that  the  Members  of  the  Commons  House 
did  not  intend  to  meet,  which  induced  his  Excellency 
with  the  Advice  of  the  Council  to  Issue  a  Proclamation 
requiring  their  Attendance,  Notwithstanding  which  the 
three  first  days  there  was  not  a  sufficient  Number  of  Mem- 
bers to  make  a  House  and  then  they  adjourned  over  from 
the  eleventh  to  the  fifteenth,  and  it  being  generally  under- 
stood that  they  did  not  intend  to  make  an  House  or  to  do 
Business,  it  was  the  Opinion  and  Advice  of  the  Board 
that  his  Excellency  should  Prorogue  Them — 

His  Excellency -read  the  Extracts  of  his  Several  Let- 
ters to  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth  respecting  the  State  of 
Affairs  in  this  Province  as  Published,  dated  the  25*** 
July  13^  &  24'*  August,  13  October  and  13^^  december 
1774,  and  on  each  Letter  as  it  was  read,  desired  the 
Opinion  of  the  Board,  whether  the  Matters  therein  men- 
tioned were  true  or  not;  and  whether  he  had  misrepre- 
sented anything  therein,  And  the  Board  duly  consider- 
ing the  same  were  Unanimously  of  Opinion,  that  the 
Several  Accounts  Transmitted  by  his  Excellency  respect- 
ing the  State  of  Affairs  and  the  then  disposition  of  the 
People  of  this  Province,  were  founded  on  Facts  are  con- 
sistent with  Truth  and  that  no  Misrepresentation  appears 
therein

His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board  an  Application 
he  received  dated  the  8***  of  this  Instant,  signed  by  Sev- 
eral Persons  members  of  what  they  call  the  Council  of 
Safety,  which  was  read  and  is  as  followes  Vizt 

May  it  Please  your  Excellency 

Sir 

In  times,  like  the  present,  when  the  powers  of  Govern- 
ment seem  to  be  greatly  relaxed,  and  Legal  Proceedings 
diverted  from  their  accustomed  Channel,  it  behoves  every 
Good  Member  of  the  Society  to  write,  with  his  fellow 
Citizens,  for  .the  preservation  of  Peace  and  good  Order — 
and  the  General  Protection  and  Defence  of  the  whole. 
Influenced,  Sir,  by  Motives  like  these,  and  reflecting  on 
the  present  distracted  and  disorderly  State  of  the  Prov- 
ince and  fearful  of  the  Consequences,  which  a  Continu- 
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ance  of  such  unhappy  times  may  produce,  we  beg  leave 
to  lay  our  Sentiments,  and  this  application,  before  your 
Excellency;  not  doubting  but  that  the  Ordinary  Modes 
and  forms  of  Address  will  be  forgot,  in  the  contempla- 
tion of  the  Important  Ends  proposed.  — 

We  have  been  informed,  Sir,  That  many  of  the  Com- 
missioned Officers  in  the  Militia,  are  disagreeable  to  the 
People  over  whom  they  Command,  and  if  this  be  true, 
we  Conceive  that  such  Officers,  in  respect  of  the  Dangers 
of  the  times  ought  to  be  removed;  as  no  Set  of  Men 
could  be  expected  to  fight  under  Banners,  for  which  they 
had  no  good  Opinion  or  Respect.  — 

Probably  it  may  occur  to  your  Excellency,  that  Deli- 
cacy alone  should  forbid  the  Dismission  of  any  Officer 
without  regular  complaint  and  legal  Tryal,  a  procedure 
which  we  think  only  to  be  justified  by  Necessity,  a  prin- 
ciple which  we  would  wish  to  convince  your  Excellency 
should  govern  upon  this  Occasion — 

This  is  a  frontier  Province,  bordering  upon  the  Indian, 
and  too  near  the  Spanish  Settlements,  both  of  which  'ere 
long,  may  be  our  declared  Enemies.  It  is  extensive 
without  Populous  habitation,  and  a  dreadful  Enemy  with- 
in its  Bosom ;  and  an  Assault  from  either  of  them  might 
be  excitement  to  the  others,  and  would  reduce  the  In- 
habitants to  the  Miserable  alternative,  either  of  being 
Sacrificed,  or  of  Evacuating  the  Province:  Hence  we 
conceive  the  Necessity  of  putting  the  Province  in  the 
most  secure  State  of  Defence  possible;  and  to  this  end 
we  think  some  Military  Regulations  will  greatly  Con- 
tribute. 

The  People  throughout  the  Province  desire  to  be  Com- 
manded by  Officers  of  their  own  Chusing  a  measure 
which  your  Excellency  has  heretofore  expressed  your 
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Approbation  of;  and  in  the  Name,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
People  of  this  Province,  We  entreat  that  your  Excellency 
will  be  peased  to  Grant  Commissions  to  Such  Persons  as 
they  shall  recommend  to  you — 

We  beg  Leave  to  assure  your  Excellency,  that,  in  this 
application,  we  exclude  every  the  most  distant  Idea  of  an 
attack  upon  the  Prerogatives  of  our  Gracious  Sovereign, 
it  is  grounded  upon  a  mere  principle  of  Necessity,  upon 
apprehensions  of  Danger  to  the  lives  and  Properties  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province:  Nor  do  we  mean  to 
impeach  the  Courage,  Conduct  or  Integrity,  of  any  Offi- 
cer now  in  Commission  having  nothing  to  object  against 
them,  but  the  voice  of  the  PeoiJe.  —

Commissioned  Officers  of  the  same.  We  repaired  to  the 
usual  place  of  Parade,  and  was  there  told  by  M'  Pooler, 
'*That  he  had  called  out  his  Company  tjy  order  of  the 
Council  of  Safety,  that  the  Men  might  Elect  their  Offi- 
cers, and  that  no  Person  was  qualified  for,  or  could  hold, 
a  Command  in  that  Company,  unless  he  had  Signed  an 
Association  entered  into,  by  the  Provincial  Congress  and 
Subscribed  by  many  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province" 
As  it  was  known  that  we  were  not  so  qualified  —  Wil- 
liam Jones  and  Peter  Lavien  Esq"  were  recommended 
to  the  Men  and  were  by  them  Elected  to  act  in  the  Station 
to  Which  we  are  appointed — and  M'  Pooler  was  con- 
tinued their  Captain 

As  we  are  no  ways  Sensible  of  having  Misbehaved  in 
any  Respect  as  Officers,  shall  therefore  continue  to  look 
on  ourselves  as  Lieutenant  and  Ensign  to  the  said  Com- 
l>any,  and  will  at  all  times  be  ready  as  far  as  in  our  power 
to  do  our  Duty  as  Such.

M'  Wylly  having  informed  us  that  it  was  your  Excel- 
lency's Pleasure  that  we  commit  to  writing,  what  we 
thought  our  business  personally  to  acquaint  you,  respect- 
ing our  Duty,  holding  Commissions  under  your  Excel- 
lency, as  Lieu^  and  Ensign  of  the  fourth  Company  of 
Militia  under  the  Command  of  Cap*  Stirk  Observing  the 
Company  was  ordered  to  appear  on  Friday  28***  July 
Ult°  as  was  our  Duty,  we  repaired  to  the  place  of  Parade, 
and  after  some  few  Maneuvres  the  Cap*  Informed  the 
Company,  It  was  the  direction  of  the  Congress  and  Coun- 
cil of  Safety,  that  they,  the  Company,  Elect  their  Offi- 
cers; and  that  those  Officers,  be  men,  who  had  Signed, 
or  would  Sign  the  Association;  he  Informed  them  that 
for  his  Part,  it  was  not  convenient  for  him  longer  to 
remain  in  a  Company  in  Town,  and  intended  resigning 
his  Commission,  he  being  Elected  Captain  of  a  Com- 
pany at  Ebenezer,  and  recommended  the  Lieu*  as  a  Per- 
son proper  to  Succeed  him  in  Command  of  that  Company 
also  the  Ensign  to  be  raised  to  a  more  Elevated  Post,  or 
continued  in  his  Present  Station;  Being  Severally  asked 
by  the  Captain,  &  Several  of  the  Company,  whether  we 
had  Signed  the  Association  Answered  in  the  Negative,

This  Happening,  and  Knowing  the  Captain's  Intention 
to  Resign  his  Commission,  we  thought  proper  to  Apprize 
your  Excellency  of  it,  least  any  reflection  might  have 
fallen  upon  Us,  had  any  Duty  been  Ordered,  and  we  not 
have  it  in  our  Power  to  command  the  Men,  as  we  from

Having  the  honor  to  hold  your  Excellency's  Commis- 
sion as  Captain  of  the  Light  Infantry  Company  of  this 
Province,  I  think  it  my  Duty  to  lay  before  you  some 
proceedings  of  the  Men  under  my  Command  on  friday 
last  the  4***  Instant,  which  was  the  Monthly  Muster  day. 
The,  Company  being  Assembled,  one  of  the  Men  pro- 
duced a  paper  which  he  called  an  Association,  he  ad- 
dressed me,  and  said,  that  he  was  directed  by  the  Con- 
gress or  Council  of  Safety  (I  do  not  recollect  which)  to 
offer  the  Same  to  me  to  approve  of  &  Subscribe  My  re- 
ply to  this  proposition  was  to  the  following  Effect  That  I 
declined  Signing  the  Association  but  it  was  contrary  to 
my  political  principles  and  that  I  was  determined  not  to 
Serve  in  a  Military  capacity  under  any  other  authority 
than  that  of  the  King's  representative,  and  that  I  held 
it  as  Incompatible  to  be  an  Associate  at  the  same  time  I 
bore  your  Excellency's  Commission.  I  was  then  told 
that  some  of  them  had  orders  from  the  Congress^  or 
Coimcil  of  Safety,  in  case  of  my  refusal  to  become  one 
of  them,  as  they  termed  it,  to  elect  a  person  of  their  own 
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choice  to  Supersede  me  in  the  Command,  and  was  further 
informed  that  the  few  Men  who  joined  me  in  opinion  as 
well  as  myself,  were  no  longer  deemed  a  part  of  the 
Light  Infantry  Company,  since  which  time,  the  Revol- 
ters  as  I  Stile  them  have  made  choice  of  M*"  Francis  Har- 
ris to  command  them  as  Captain,  but  under  what  au- 
thority I  do  not  know.

Agreeable  to  your  desire  I  take  the  Liberty  to  inform 
you  that  on  Thursday  the  Eleventh  day  of  August  In- 
stant the  Eighth  Company  of  Foot  Militia  under  the 
Command  of  Cap^  Geo :  WaJton  being  met  agreeable  to 
Summons  the  Captain  Acquainted  the  Company,  he  had 
called  them  together  by  direction  of  the  Council  of  Safety 
in  order  to  approve  of  the  present,  or  chuse  other  officers 
agreeable  to  themselves,  which  they  Accordingly  did  by 
Ballot,  and  made  Choice  of  M'  Walton  for  their  Captain, 
D**'  Brydie  for  their  first  Lieutenen*  and  M*"  Seth  John 
Cuthbert  for  their  Second  Lieutenant  to  the  Exclusion  of 
M'  James  Ross  and  myself,  who  hold  Commissions  un- 
der your  Excellency  as  Ensign  and  Lieu*  of  that  Com- 
pany, the  Men  under  Arms  declared  they  could  not  make 
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Choice  of  us,  as  we  had  not  entered  into,  and  Subscribed 
the  Association,  recommended  by  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress ;  Notwithstanding  the  above  Transaction  M'  Ross 
and  myself  will  continue  to  hold  our  Commissions  unless 
your  Excellency  give  orders  to  the  Contrary.

After  which  his  Excellency  Observed  to  the  Board, 
That  this  application  appears  to  him,  to  be  of  a  very  ex- 
traordinary and  dangerous  Tendency;  That  the  whole 
is  founded  on  the  Resolution  and  Direction  of  the  Provin- 
cial Congress — That  it  seems  calculated  to  Wrest  the 
Pow^r  and  Command  of  the  Militia  from  the  Crown,  and 
out  of  his  Hands,  and  to  vest  it  in  the  Congress  and 
Committees.  —  As  Signing  the  Association  is  the  only 
Test,  and  not  the  Characters  and  Abilities  of  the  Officers, 
And  that  all  who  Sign  the  Association  bind  themselves, 
to  whatever  the  Continental  Congress,  or  the  Provincial 
Congress,  may  think  proper  to  direct  or  recommend  by 
which  those  People  would  have  the  Intire  direction  of 
the  Militia,  and  he  observed  that  altho'  the  Executive 
Powers  of  Government  are  relaxed  and  wrested  out  of 
his  hands,  and  Exercised  in  a  most  Arbitrary  and  Tyran- 
nical manner  by  Committees  as  they  call  themselves; 
Yet  it  is  these  People  who  now  Apply,  that  have  been  the 
Cause  of  the  whole,  and  who  are  now  themselves  com- 
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mitting  and  encouraging  Many  Acts  of  Violence  and  Op- 
pression—  That  Saying  Several  of  the  Militia  Officers 
are  disagreeable  to  the  People  is  a  mere  pretence,  for  the 
only  Test  is  Signing  the  Association  as  appears  by  the 
Several  Letters  from  the  Officers  objected  to  —  That  he 
sees  no  Necessity  for  any  Reform  in  the  Militia  now, 
and  if  anything  should  happen  from  Indians  or  Domes- 
ticks  he  thinks  it  will  proceed  intirely  from  their  Own 
Misconduct  or  Imprudence,  and  that  these  very  People 
will  bring  it  upon  the  Province;  and  if  there  was  any 
real  Danger,  he  does  not  know  better  Men,  than  Those 
objected  to,  it  may  have  been  thought  proper  and  very 
Right  when  a  New  Regiment  was  forming  or  a  large 
Company  divided  into  two  Companys  to  permit  the  Peo- 
ple to  recommend  Officers,  but  that  is  not  the  case  at 
present;  and  the  well  known  reason  of  this  application 
is  what  he  has  before  mentioned.  —  How  far  it  may  be 
meant  as  an  Attack  on  the  King's  prerogative,  his  Maj- 
esty will  he  the  best  Judge  when  these  Matters  are  Trans- 
mitted and  laid  before  him,  and  that  he  is  of  Opinion,  it 
does  not  appear  to  be  the  voice  of  the  People,  but  the  voice 
of  the  Congress,  because  he  is  informed  the  men  declared 
they  had  no  Objection  to  their  Officers,  if  they  would 
Sign  the  Association.  And  then  his  Excelency  desired 
the  Opinion  of  the  Board  upon  the  Matters  laid  before 
them.  — 

We  have  maturely  considered  Several  Papers  this  day 
laid  ^"**'^  laid  before  us  by  his  Excellency.  —  One  purport- 
ing to  be  an  application  from  Several  Persons,  whose 
Names  are  thereunto  Subscribed,  who  we  apprehend  are 
part  of  a  Body  of  Men  appointed  by  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress under  the  Title  of  a  Council  of  Safety — Others, 
Letters  from  Several  of  the  Militia  Officers — 

With  Respect  to  the  application  made  to  his  Excel- 
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lency  for  appointing  other  Officers  in  lieu  of  those  said 
to  be  disagreeable  to  the  People;  We  cannot  avoid  ob- 
serving, That  we  agjee  with  the  Applicants  that  the 
Powers  of  Government  are  greatly  relaxed,  and  we  must 
add  almost  totally  Annihilated  in  this  Province,  but  can- 
not think  the  remedy  proposed  of  Superceding  Officers, 
who  hold  Commissions  under  his  Excellency  is  an  Ade- 
quate one,  especially  as  no  charge  of  Misconduct  is  al- 
ledged  against  those  Gentlemen,  and  that  they  are  to 
our  knowledge  at  least  equally  well  Qualified  to  serve 
their  Countrey  as  Officers  of  the  Militia  as  those  said  to 
be  Chosen  bjy  the  People.  —  It  further  appears  clearly  to 
us  from  the  Letters  to  His  Excellency  from  those  Officers 
that  the  true  reason  for  rejecting  them,  was  their  refus- 
ing to  Sign  a  Paper  called  an  Association,  which  we  ap- 
prehend they  could  not  Sign  consistently  with  their  Alle- 
giance to  our  Gracious  Sovereign,  as  the  Associates  bind 
themselves  by  the  most  Solemn  ties,  to  abide  by,  and 
carry  into  Execution  as  far  as  they  can  whatever  may 
be  recommended  by  the  Continental  Congress  or  resolved 
on  by  the  Provincial  Convention,  some  of  those  resolu- 
tions already  entered  into,  being  in  our  opinion  Incon- 
sistent with  that  allegiance.  —  Upon  the  whole  we  con- 
ceive the  Tendency  of  the  Application  is  to  wrest  the 
command  of  the  Militia  out  of  the  Hands  of  Govern- 
ment, to  lodge  it  in  thq  Continental,  and  Provincial  Con- 
gresses. —  We  are  Therefore  Unanimously  of  Opinion 
that  the  Commissions  desired  of  his  Excellency  for  those 
Gentlemen  said  to  be  chosen  by  the  People  should  not  be 
Granted.  — 

I  have  maturely  considered  several  Papers  laid  before 
the  Board,  yesterday  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor: 
one  of  them  purporting  to  be  an  application  from  Sev- 
eral Persons  who,  I  apprehend,  are  Part  of  a  Body  of 
Men,  in  this  Province,  called  the  Council  of  Safety :  The 
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Intent  of  which  Application  is  to  obtain  from  his  Excel- 
lency, Commissions  in  the  Militia,  for  Several  Persons, 
Who  have  been  chosen  Officers,  biy  the  Companies  of 
Militia,  in  order  to  Oust  the  officers,  appointed  by  his 
Excellency;  The  other  Papers,  are  Letters  to  his  Excel- 
lency from  several  Militia  officers  (in  the  Room  of 
whom  others  have  been  elected)  who  do  not  think  them- 
selves displaced,  by  such  illegal  Elections. — 

With  Respect  to  the  application,  I  do  readily.  Agree 
with  the  Applicants,  "That  the  Powers  of  Government 
*'are  greatly  relaxed,  and  legal  Proceedings  divested  from 
"their  accustomed  Channel,"  Nay  further,  that  the 
Powers  of  Government  have  been  in  a  great  measure, 
wrested  out  of  the  Hands  of  his  Majesty's  Officers  by 
Several  Bodies  of  Men,  unlawfully  convened;  who  are 
known  by  the  Names  of  a  Provincial  Congress  a  Coimcil 
of  Safety;  and  Parochial  Committees;  And,  as  if  it 
was  not  thought  Sufficient  to  overturn  the  Civil  Estalv 
lishment  the  Rector  of  Christ-Church  hath  been  Silenced 
by  the  Authority  of  the  Provincial  Congress,  for  refus- 
ing to  perform  Divine  Service  on  the  day  appointed  to 
be  kept  as  a  Fast,  by  the  People  called  the  Continental 
Congress ;  And,  if  I  am  not  misinformed  a  Layman  has 
been  appointed  to  preach  in  Christ-Church,  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Christ-Church  Parish,  of  which,  I  apprehend 
some  of  the  Members,  are  Persons  professing  the  Jewisli 
Religion  and  others,  Members  of  the  meeting  of  the  In- 
dependents in  Savannah.  — 

"If  the  State  of  this  Province  is  distracted  or  disor- 
derly And  if  there  is  any  Prospect  of  an  Indian  War", 
or  an  "Insurrection  of  the  Negroes'*  the  Applicants  have 
themselves  And  their  Co-adjutors  to  thank  for  it,  by 
taking  into  their  Hands  the  Powers  of  Government — 
giving  a  Loose  to  the  Inferior  Orders  of  People — fitting 
out  an  Armed  Vessell  to  board  a  British  Ship  on  the

high  Seas — and  Afterwards  Seizing  the  Gun  Powder  <mi 
Board  her,  which  was  intended  for  the  Indian  Trade; 
by  which  Means  the  Indians  will  not  have  their  usual 
Quantity  of  Ammunition,  a  Circumstance  that  may 
greatly  enrage  them,  and  bring  on  an  Indian  War — 

I  apprehend  that  the  Officers  of  the  Militia,  intended 
to  be  displaced  are  Gentlemen  of  more  Distinction  and 
better  Reputation  than  those  Elected  by  the  People ;  and 
the  Allegation,  **That  they  are  disagreeable  to  the  Peo- 
ple they  Command''  is  founded  on  a  Proceeding  notori- 
ous in  the  Province;  The  Provincial  Congress  entered 
into  an  Association,  and  directed  the  same  to  be  presented 
to  the  Inhabitants  to  be  signed  — .  By  this'  Association, 
the  Subscribers  thereunto,  "Associate  to  endeavour  to 
"carry  into  Execution,  whatever  may  be  recommended 
by  the  Continental  Congress,  or  resolved  on  by  the 
Provincial  Convention ;  and  in  all  Things  to  follow  the 
"advice  of  the  General  Committee,  respecting  the  Pur- 
poses (in  the  Association  mentioned)  the  Preservation 
of  Peace  and  good  Order;  and  the  Safety  of  Individ- 
uals and  of  private  Property."  How  far  Peace,  and 
good  Order,  and  the  safety  of  Individuals  have  been  pre- 
served, will  appear  from  the  fate  of  those  who  have  un- 
dergone the  severe  discipline  of  being  Tarred  and  feath- 
ered, from  the  Threats  of  using  others  in  the  Like  man- 
ner, and  from  other  Enormities  well  known ;  The  officers 
intended  to  be  displaced,  have  refused  to  Sign  the  asso- 
ciation, and  therefore  others  have  been  chosen  in  their 
Room,  out  of  those  Men,  who  have  signed  the  Associa- 
tion, whereby  they  engage  to  endeavour  to  carry  into 
Execution,  whatever  may  be  recommended  by  the  Conti- 
nental Congress :  and  one  of  their  Recommendations,  is 
the  taking  up  Arms  against  his  Majesty's  Authority.  I 
therefore  consider  the  Association,  as  a  Test  to  distin- 
guish those  who  are  ready  to  take  up  Arms  against  his 
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Majesty,  from  those  who  are  not.  To  Evince  which,  it 
may  be  proper  to  observe,  that  when  I  lately  refused  to 
bail  a  Man  who  appeared  to  be  inlisting  recruits  for  the 
Carolina  Service  as  it  is  called;  a  Number  of  People 
broke  open  the  Goal  and  let  out  the  Prisoner,  and  the 
next  day  he  openly  went  about  the  Town  of  Savannah, 
beating  up  for  Recruits.  I  therefore  apprehend,  that  the 
only  reason  why  the  officers  intended  to  be  displaced  are 
said  *'to  be  disagreeable  to  the  People  they  Command" 
is  that  they  are  not  willing  to  take  up  Arms  &c*  against 
his  Majesty  And  upon  the  whole  I  am  persuaded  that 
the  Application  made  to  his  Excellency  (Notwithstand- 
ing the  Clumsy  Artifice,  and  Misrepresentation  with 
which  it  is  penned,)  is  intended  to  obtain  frc«n  his  Ex- 
cellency Commissions  for  Men  who  are  ready  to  take  up 
Arms  &c*  against  the  King,  whenever  they  are  called 
upon  by  their  Leaders,  and  to  give  a  Sanction  to  such 
Conduct. 

To  Say,  **That  I  advised  his  Excellency  not  to  Grant 
"any  Commissions  to  officers,  who  are  elected  by  the 
"People,  in  prejudice  of  Men,  whose  only  Crime  (in  the 
"Idea  of  the  Applicants)  is  that  of  Loyalty  to  their  Sov- 
"ereign''  would  be  almost  an  Affront  to  his  Excellency, 
as  he  has  already  given  his  Opinion  of  the  application, 
and  expressed  his  Disapprobjation  of  it — 

As  in  the  Course  of  my  Office  of  Chief  Justice,  Some 
things  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  which  the  Gentle- 
men of  the  Council  may  not  be  Acquainted  with,  I  have 
presumed  to  give  my  Opinion  Seperately,  with  reasons 
on  which  it  is  Grotmded :  And  I  flatter  my  Self  that  his 
Excellency,  and  the  Council,  will  pardon  the  Liberty  I

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His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board  a  Letter  he  re- 
ceived from  James  Grierson  Lieu'  Collonel  of  the  Augtista 
Regiment  dated  the  6'**  of  August,  Relating  to  some  dis- 
turbances which  lately  happened  there,  &  there  with  an 
Application  made  to  him,  from  the  Committee  to  order 
Out  the  Regiment  of  Militia  to  their  Assistance,  which 
Letter  and  application  is  as  followes. — 

Augusta  6'**  August  1775 
Sir. 

The  Inclosed  Copys  of  Letters,  will  lead  your  ExcelF 
to  think  something  extraordinary  must  have  happened 
this  way,  I  shall  therefore  take  upon  me  to  give  you  a 
brief  Accoimt  of  the  Cause.  — 

It  has  for  some  time  past,  been  reported,  that  a  Coll® 
Fletcher  of  S°  Carolina,  has  been  taking  Pains  to  Spirit 
up  the  back  Inhabitants  in  favor  of  Government  and  that 
in  Consequence  a  Number  of  them  have  entered  into  a 
Certain  Association  or  resolution,  in  Opposition  to  those 
of  the  other  part  of  that  Province,  and  I  think  it  is  al- 
ledged,  that  Mess*"  Brown  &  Thompson,  two  Young  Gen- 
tlemen who  came  lately  into  this  Country  has  approved 
of  and  Joined  therein,  and  also  made  themselves  busy 
in  persuading  the  Inhabitants  to  come  in  to  them  These 
Considerations  I  suppose  Irritated  the  People  about  this 
place  that  on  Tuesday  last  a  number  of  men  Assem- 
bled here  under  Arms,  &  went  to  M""  Gordons,  about  six 
miles  up  the  River,  where  after  a  Small  Scuffle,  they  laid 
hold  of  M""  Brown,  whom  they  brought  to  Augusta,  and 
having  Tarr'd  &  Feathered  him.  Carried  him  through 
the  Town  in  a  Cart,  Next  morning  he  was  Set  at  Liberty, 
and  it  Seems  him  and  M""  Thompson  (who  had  made  his 
Escape  before  the  Attack  was  made  at  M*"  Gordon's) 
have  applied   to  Coll°   Fletcher  for  Assistance  to  take 
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Satisfaction,  and  the  Committee  of  this  JParish  are  as  I 
understand  informed,  that  they  Brown  &  Thompson  are 
now  within  15  Miles  of  this  place  with  150  Men — hut 
are  hourly  in  Expectation  of  being  joined  by  Fletcher 
himself,  with  700  more.  Vm  informed  what  they  intend 
is,  to  make  a  demand  of  four  of  the  Persons  who  ap- 
peared to  be  principally  concerned  in  the  above  Transac- 
tion and  that  in  Case  it  is  refused  to  deliver  them  up — 
they  are  resolved  to  make  reprisals. 

The  Committee  apprehending  that  terrible  conse- 
quences may  result  from  an  Affair  of  this  Sort — ^have 
made  Application  to  me  for  the  aid  of  the  Militia,  but  to 
that  application  I  have  with  the  advice  of  Major  Good- 
gion,  thought  proper  to  give  them  the  Answer  thereun- 
der, and  I  shall  wait  your  Excellency's  Instructions  for 
my  further  Conduct.

Sheweth, 

That  the  River  Savannah,  from  the  Town  upwards  is 
in  a  Great  Measure  left  open,  and  the  Inhabitants  Setled 
on  and  near  the  same  liable  to  be  plundered  by  the  Enemy 
for  want  of  a  post  being  Established  at  Joseph  Town, 
and  one  or  more  Armed  Galleys  Stationed  opposite  to 

the  Mouth  of  Mackay's  Creek —

Your  Memorialists  therefore  humbly  beg  leave  to 
represent,  that  if  such  a  post  is  not  established  and  one 
or  more  Galleys  Stationed  as  before  Mentioned  The 
Planters  will  be  forced  to  Abandon  their  plantations 
whereby  their  former  Crops  as  well  as  those  now  grow- 
ing will  be  irretrievably  lost,  which  will  not  only  Involve 
many  of  them  in  Ruin  but  will  Occasion  a  General 
Scarcity  of  all  kinds  of  Provisions,  if  not  an  Absolute 
Famine  in  this  Province. 

Your  Memorialists  therefore  Pray  that  your  Excel- 
lency will  be  plased  to  take  the  premises  into  your  Con- 
sideration and  procure  them  such  Assistance  from  the 
Commanding  Officers  of  his  Majestys  Army  and  Navy, 
as  you  may  in  your  Wisdom  think  Necessary  for  their 
future  Security  and  Your  Memorialists  as  in  duty  bound 
shall  ever  pray  &"" 

Upon  which  his  Excellency  observed  that  he  lookt 
upon  it  as  a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance  to  secure 
the  Command  of  Savannah  River  and  the  Safety  of  the 
Settlements  below  Purisburgh  and  little  Yamasee,  and 
that  he  sees  the  danger  they  are  exposed  to  and  the 
Consequence  of  protecting  the  same  against  the  depreda- 
tions and  insults  of  the  Rebels,  in  a  much  more  extensive 
View  than  is  set  forth  in  the  said  Memorial,  That  he 
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last  Night  received  an  Account  of  four  Militia  Men  be- 
ing Surpized  and  Carried  off  by  a  Party  of  Rebels  near 
M'  Rabenhurst's  Plantation.  And  that  from  the  present 
State  and  Appearance  of  things,  he  thinks  it  absolutely 
necessary  that  Armed  Vessells  of  Sufficient  Strength  and 
Force  be  immediately  Ordered  up  the  River,  and  that 
posts  be  Established  on  the  Banks  of  the  River  at  proper 
Places,  so  that  sufficient  Protection  be  Afforded  to  the 
Planters  and  Inhabitants  Aforsaid. 

His  Excellency  also  observed  that  he  had  no  Sort -of 
Force  under  his  Command  or  direction,  but  that  he 
thought  it  his  Indispensible  Duty  to  Apply  to  Major 
General  Prevost  and  Commodore  Sir  James  Wallace  for 
their  Assistance,  and  desired  the  Opinion  of  the  Board 
on  this  Occasion  —  Whereupon  the  Board  expressed  their 
Approbation  of  the  Matters  proposed  and  Advised  that 
a  Copy  of  the  said  Memorial  and  of  this  Minute  of  Coun- 
cil be  sent  to  General  Prevost  and  Sir  James  Wallace  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Ordered  That  the  Clerk  do  prepare  two  Copys  of 
the  said  Memorial  and  the  proceedings  thereon  &  de- 
liver one  Copy  to  Major  General  Prevost,  and  the  other 
Copy  to  Commodore  Sir  James  Wallace,  which  was  Ac- 
cordingly done. 

After  some  time,  his  Excellency  received  a  letter  from 
Major  General  Prevost  which  was  read  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing Viz 

Savannah  22  July  1779. 

Sir  I  have  it  in  command  from  Major  General  Pre- 
vost to  Acquaint  your  Excellency  that  before  he  received 
the  Copy  of  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  and  Minutes 
of  Council  Consequent,  sent  to  him  of  this  date  by  your 
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directions;  He  had  Already  made  application  to  Com- 
modore Sir  James  Wallace  for  Assistance  in  Galle)rs  or 
some  other  Armed  Vessels,  to  be  Stationed  up  the  River 
in  proper  Places,  and  that  he  had  made  such  an  Arrange- 
ment by  Land  as  he  hopes  will  in  Conjunction  be  At- 
tended with  proper  Effects,  in  preventing  any  future 
Attempts  of  the  Rebels  in  that  Quarter.

That  great  Numbers  of  Negroe  Slaves  have  come  in 
of  themselves,  and  are  brought  into  this  Province  from 
S**  Carolina  by  his  Majesty's  Army,  Indians  and  others, 
belonging  to  the  Correspondants  of  your  petitioners 
and  those  of  other  British  Merchants;  which  Negroes

The  Board  took  under  Consideration  the  petition  of 
James  Graham  and  Basil  Cowper  Merchants  in  behalf 
of  themselves  and  the  Merchants  in  Great  Britain  who 
have  very  large  debts  and  sums  of  Money  due  to  them 
from  Several  Merchants  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
province  of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  And  also  divers 
other  petitions  and  Applications  relative  to  Negroes  who 
have  deserted  or  run  away  from  their  Masters  or  Owners 
in  S**  Carolina  and  who  have  taken  Shelter  in  this  prov- 
ince, And  also  Negroes  who  have  run  away  from  their 
Owners  in  this  province,  and  such  as  have  been  Captured 
by  his  Majesty's  Army  and  brought  into  this  Province, 
And  Negroes  who  have  been  brought  by  other  persons 
and  are  now  confined  in  different  places  or  going  at  large 
in  and  about  the  Town  of  Savannah  and  other  parts  of  the 
province. 

His  Excellency  observed  that  the  Matter  of  the  said 
petitions  was  of  the  utmost  importance  and  Consequence 
to  the  British  Merchants  who  are  good  and  Loyal  Sub- 
jects and  who  he  Conceives  are  Entitled  to  all  the  pro- 
tection and  Assistance  which  can  possibly  he  afforded  and 
given  them  towards  obtaining  payment  and  Satisfaction 
of  the  debts  due  to  them  by  Merchants  and  others  in 
this  province  and  S**  Carolina. 
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That  he  sees  by  the  Minutes  of  Council  some  very 
proper  Measures  have  been  proposed  and  agreed  upon 
with  respect  to  Negroes,  which  he  is  Sorry  to  find 
had  proved  Abortive,  And  as  the  Mischief  has  greatly 
increased  and  seems  to  be  a  growing  Evil,  it  becomes 
absolutely  Necessary  that  some  Vigerous  exertions  be 
made  Therefore  he  is  of  Opinion  that  every  Step  should 
be  taken  and  means  pursued  to  recover  and  secure  all 
the  Negroes  in  each  of  the  predicaments  above  mentioned, 
to  prevent  their  being  purloined  or  Shipt  off  to  the  great 
loss  of  the  British  Merchants  and  other  loyal  Subjects 

He  observed  also  that  with  respect  to  fugitive  or  Cap- 
tured Negroes  belonging  to  loyal  Subjects  he  apprehends 
'  that  at  a  future  and  proper  Time  they  may  be  entitled 
to  have  their  property  restored,  and  if  they  are  debtors 
to  the  Merchants  or  others  all  such  property  will  be 
Lyable  to  the  just  demands  of  their  Creditors,  and  if 
such  Negroes  belong  to  Rebels,  he  conceives  that  in  due 
Time  they  may  be  l^;ally  Confiscated  and  forfeited  to  his 
Majesty  to  be  applied  to  such  Uses  as  he  may  be  gracious- 
ly pleased  to  direct,  And  further  observed  that  in  Cases  not 
unsimilar  to  the  present  and  where  there  have  been  legal 
Confiscations,  all  lawful  and  just  Claims  have  always  been 
received,  and  such  debts  as  were  proved  to  be  bona  fide 
due  were  in  the  first  place  to  be  paid  ^nd  satisfied  out 
of  the  monies  arising  from  the  Sale  of  such  forfeited 
Estates  of  Rebels  and  the  residue  only  after  payment 
of  such  debts,  was  appropriated  by  the  CrowTi — 

That  with  respect  to  Negroes  in  possession  of  the  In- 
dians and  brought  with  them  from  S°  Carolina,  he  had 
some  time  ago  employed  proper  persons  to  talk  to  the 
Head  Men  and  to  endeavuor  to  prevail  upbn  them  to  sell 
them — that  he  considers  the  Indians  being  thus  possest  of 
Negroes  is  attended  with  very  serious  and  dangerous  Con- 
sequences  and  therefore  had  determined  to  purchase  them 
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if  to  be  done,  that  he  had  also  sent  for  several  of  the  Head 
Men  to  his  own  House  for  that  purpose  and  used  many  Ar- 
giunents,  but  could  not  prevail  on  them  to  part  with 
them;  They  said  they  were  told  by  the  General  before 
they  went  into  Carolina,  that  whatever  plunder  they  got 
should  be  their  own  property  and  that  they  saw  the  Kings 
Army  Seize  upon  all  the  Negroes  they  Could  get  upon 
which  they  did  the  same,  and  intend  to  carry  them  to 
the  Nation —  And  therefore  it  is  not  in  his  power  to 
do  anything  with  resj^ect  to  those  Negroes,  but  he  has 
this  day  been  Informed  that  some  of  the  Young  or  In- 
ferior Indians  being  in  great  want  of  Horses  have  Ex- 
changed some  Negroes  for  Horses — 

That  what  may  tie  Legal  Just  and  proper  with  re- 
spect to  those  Matters  seems  difficult  to  settle  and  to 
carry  into  executicm,  therefore  desires  the  Advice  and 
Assistance  of  the  Board,  in  forming  such  Plan  or  Meas- 
ures as  may  best  promote  that  Justice  which  is  due  to  the 
Merch^*  and  others. 

When  upon  the  most  Mature  deliberation  it  was  the 
Unanimous  Opinion  of  his  ExcelF  and  the  Board  that 
they  should  not  interfere  or  Attempt  to  Meddle  with  any 
of  the  Negroes  Captured  by  the  Army,  but  leave  that 
Matter  to  be  conducted  by  General  Prevost  in  such  Man- 
ner as  he  may  think  it  prudent  and  proper  for  him  to  do — 
But  are  of  Opinion,  that  three  proper  Persons  should  be 
appointed  by  his  Excellency  as  Commissioners  and  Au- 
thorized to  take  under  their  Care  and  Management,  all 
the  property  real  and  personal  of  any  person  or  persons 
in  Actual  rebellion  against  the  King,  and  also  of  good 
Subjects  absent  from  the  Province  who  have  no  legal 
Attorneys  on  the  Spot — Subject  to  such  Instructions  and 
directions  as  shall  from  Time  to  Time  be  given  by  the 
Governor,  and  that  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  par- 
ticularly authorized  to  take  up  all  Fugitive  Slaves  which

may  be  found  in  Savannah  or  elsewhere  in  this  province, 
and  also  to  take  up  All  N^^oes  who  may  have  been 
decoyed  Away  from  their  Owners  either  in  this  Province 
or  S**  Carolina  or  any  other  province  in  Rebellion  by  Per- 
sons not  duly  authorized  to  do  so,  to  the  End  that  the 
said  Negroes  may  be  taken  due  Care  of — to  answer  all 
just  and  legal  purposes — 

And  it  is  further  resolved  that  a  Strong  and  conve- 
nient House  or  Prison  be  provided  by  the  Commissioners 
to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  that  all  such  Negroes  as 
may  prove  unruly  or  Abscond,  may  when  retaken  be 
confined  in  the  said  House —  That  the  said  Commission- 
ers in  the  Execution  of  the  several  Matters  hereby  In- 
tended to  be  committed  to  them,  do  in  respect  to  Negroes, 
Consult  the  Negroe  Law  of  this  Province  and  make  that 
their  Guide,  as  far  as  it  may  be  applicable  in  the  present 
Case,  And  that  they  apply  to  the  Several  Justices  of  the 
Peace  and  Constables  for  their  Aid  and  assistance  in  the 
premises. 

And  it  is  further  resolved  that  such  Negroes  as  have 
come  away  of  themselves  or  been  broug"ht  away  as  afor- 
said  from  South  Carolina  or  any  other  province  in  re- 
bellion or  who  have  been  taken  up  in  this  Province  and 
who  bona  fide  belong  to  good  and  Loyal  Subjects 
resideing  in  this  Province,  shall  on  due  proof  thereof 
being  made,  be  delivered  up  to  such  Person  or  Persons — 
and  if  they  l>eIong  to  persons  who  have  taken  the  Oaths 
to  his  Majesty  and  have  received  protection,  then  if  such 
Negroes  have  come  away  or  been  brought  away  since  the 
time  of  taking  the  Oaths  or  receiving  protection,  that  they 
shall  be  delivered  up  to  their  Masters  if  Inhabitants  of 
this  Province,  but  all  such  Negroes  as  have  come  or 
been  brought  away  before  the  owners  took  the  Oaths 
and  received  protection,  shall  remain  under  the  care  of 
the  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  as  aforsaid,  and  to 
be  hereafter  proceeded  against  and  disposed  oflf  as  his

Majesty  shall  see  fit, —  And  it  is  further  resolved  that 
all  such  Negroes  as  have  come  or  been  brought  away 
as  aforesaid,  who  belong  to  Loyal  Subjects  or  persons 
who  have  taken  the  Oaths  and  received  protection  who 
are  residents  in  S"  Carolina,  or  in  any  other  Province 
in  Rebellion,  be  take  care  of  by  the  Commissioners  afor- 
said,  or  that  such  Owners  be  allowed  to  Appoint  an  At- 
toney  or  Attorneys  here  who  are  good  and  Loyal  Sub- 
jects to  be  approved  off  by  the  Commissioners  to  be  ap- 
pointed as  aforesaid,  and  to  whom  such  Negroes  may 
hp  delivered  for  the  Use  of  the  Owners,  and  to  be  kept  in 
this  province,  till  the  rebellion  is  at  an  End  in  the  prov* 
ince  where  the  Owner  reside,  or  further  directions  are 
given  therein — 

And  that  All  Negroes  who  have  come  away  or  been 
brought  as  aforsaid,  belonging  to  Widows  or  Orphans, 
if  resident  here,  be  delivered  up  to  them.  And  if  they  are 
not  resident  here  they  may  Apix)int  Attorneys  as  afore- 
said to  receive  them. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  towards  defraying  the 
Expence  which  must  necessarily  be  incurred  about  the 
Execution  of  the  premises,  the  Commissioners  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  his  Excellency  as  Aforesaid,  do  Rent  out  All 
such  Negroes  Houses  and  plantations  as  may  come  un- 
der their  Charge,  to  proper  Persons —  And  as  Several 
Persons  Complain  that  their  Negroes  have  been  and  are 
Still  pressed  for  publick  Services  and  are  detained  from 
them  to  their  great  loss  and  dainage,  Therefore  the  Com- 
missioners so  to  be  Appointed  by  his  Excellency  are 
directed  to  Apply  to  the  General  or  Commander  of  his 
Majesty's  Forces,  that  the  same  may  be  returned  to  their 
Owners,  And  that  in  future  whatever  publick  Works  or 
Services  may  be  Necessary  to  be  done,  shall  be  performed 
by  the  said  Negroes  to  be  taken  up  as  Aforesaid,  And 
that  upon  Application  by  any  Person  or  Persons  duly 
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Authorized,  the  said  Commissioners  so  to  be  Apix)inted 
as  aforesaid,  do  forthwith  Order  such  and  so  many  Ne- 
groes, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  all 
such  Publick  Works  and  Services,  And  for  which  a 
Moderate  hire  shall  be  paid  or  Allowed  to  be  applied 
towards  defraying  the  Expence  Attending  the  Execution 
of  the  premises. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  a  proper  Number  of 
the  said  Negjoes  be  employed  for  Clearing  and  Cleansing 
the  Streets  and  Lanes  in  Savannali  and  also  such  parts 
of  the  Common  as  may  be  Judged  by  them  fit  and  nec- 
essary, of  which  an  Account  is  to  be  kept  against  the 
publick,  to  be  provided  and  paid  for  hereafter,  as  soon 
as  proper  Measures  can  be  taken  for  that  purpose. 

.  And  it  is  further  resolved  that  the  Commissioners  so 
to  be  appointed  by  his  ExcelF  shall  for  their  Trouble  and 
Services  be  allowed  and  paid  Each  a  Salary  at  and 
after  the  rate  of  Three  hundred  pounds  ^  Annum,  and 
that  all  such  persons  as  they  may  find  necessary  to  Em- 
ploy under  them  for  the  purposes  Aforesaid  be  paid  such 
Sums  of  Money  ^  Month  by  the  said  Commissioners 
as  they  may  Judge  reasonable 

And  it  is  further  resolved  that  the  Expence  of  hiring 
and  fitting  up  a  proper  House  or  Prison  and  of  purchas- 
ing provisions,  and  also  the  Salary's  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioners and  all  other  Contingent  Expences  Arising 
in  and  about  the  premises,  shall  be  raised  by  the  hire  and 
Labour  of  the  said  Negroes,  and  by  the  rent  of  Houses 
in  Savannah  and  plantations  in  the  Country,  and  by  such 
other  ways  and  Means  as  may  hereafter  be  provided  for 
that  purpose. 

And  it  is  further  resolved.  In  Order  to  prevent  any 
Negroes  from  being  Shipt  off  or  Carried  out  of  this  Prov- 
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ince,  That  the  regulations  and  orderes  Contained  in  Lieut 
Colonel  Prevosts  Proclamation  of  the  Sixth  July  be  fully 
inforced  with  such  Additional  Regulations  and  Orders 
relative  to  that  Matter  as  may  be  thought  proper  and 
necessary.

His  Excellency  observed  to  the  Board,  that  He  consid- 
ered the  late  Deliverance  and  Preservation  of  this  Town, 
Garrison  and  Inhabitants,  from  the  formidable,  combined 
Force,  of  French  and  Rebel  Enemies  who  came  against 
us,  as  an  Act  of  Divine  Providence;  And  therefore  de- 
sired the  Opinion  of  the  Board,  Whether  it  be  not  proper 
to  appoint  a  Day  of  Public  Thanksgiving  on  that  Occa- 
ao  0  r— vol  12 
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sion:  Which  the  Board  unanimously  approved  of  and 
advised  His  Excellency  that  a  Day  of  Public  Thanksgiv- 
ing be  appointed  for  that  Purpose. 

And  Friday  the  29^^  Instant  was  ordered  accordingly 
for  a  Day  of  Public  and  General  Thanksgiving. 

His  Excellency  then  acquainted  the  Board,  That  He 
had  been  informed,  that  several  Persons,  Who  on  the 
Reduction  of  this  Province  in  December  last,  and  who 
were  before  in  Rebellion,  Then  surrendered  themselves  to 
Colonel  Campbell,  took  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance,  and  ob- 
tained Protection ;  Had  since  taken  up  Arms  against  His 
Majesty,  and  been  guilty  of  other  treasonable  Practices; 
and  thereupon  desired  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  What 
Method  should  be  taken  to  punish  and  make  Examples 
of  such  Offenders;  and  proposed  for  the  Consideration 
of  the  Board  whether  Depositions  should  not  be  forth- 
with taken  and  Prosecutions  commenced  against  all  such 
Offenders:  Which  the  Board  unanimously  approved  of, 
and  advised  should  be  done. 

His  Excellency  further  informed  the  Board,  That  sev- 
eral of  the  Inhabitants  who  were  absent,  previous  to  the 
late  Investiture  of  the  Town,  tho  their  Residence  is  near 
it,  were  now  after  the  defeat  and  Retreat  of  the  Enemy, 
coming  into  Town,  as  were  also  Inhabitants  and  other 
Persons  residing  at  a  greater  Distance,  but  under  the 
Circumstance  of  being  absent  at  that  paticular  Period; 
proposed  that  all  such  Persons  without  Distinction  should 
be  examined  upon  Interrogatories  before  the  Attorney 
General,  or  some  other  Magistrate,  to  discover  whether 
they  had  aided  or  assisted  the  Enemy  during  the  Siege, 
that  any  susi>ected  of  Rebellion  or  other  treasonable 
Practices  should  be  committed  to  Prison,  in  Order  to 
be  brought  to  Trial;  Or  bound  over  to  their  Good  Be- 
havior, themselves  in  f  100,  and  two  Securities  in  £50 
each,  and  that  all  such  Persons  should  take  the  Oaths  of 
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Allegiance,  &c,  and  sign  the  Tests,  on  which  they  may 
be  allowed  to  go  at  large.  Which  Matters  the  Board  tak- 
ing into  Consideration  unanimously  approved  of,  and 
advised  to  be  done. 

It  was  then  proposed  that  M'  Isaac  Bailliou  should 
be  put  into  Commission  for  keeping  His  Majesty's  Peace 
in  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church  which  was  agreed  to,  and 
ordered  accordingly.

Your  Petitioners  thinking  it  unnecessary  to  point  out 
the  dreadful  Evils  that  must  arise,  if  such  Proceedings 
are  not  checked  without  the  least  Loss  of  Time,  and  con- 
vinced that  the  Consequences  must  be  obvious  to  every 
Person  of  Thought  and  Property,  humbly  pray.  That  all 
Slaves  may  be  immediately  disarmed,  and  no  white  Per- 
son be  suffered  to  trouble  or  molest  any  other  without 
legal  Authority.

The  Board  having  considered  the  Matter,  unanimously 
advised,  that  the  Clerk  or  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
should  write  to  the  owner  of  said  Plantation,  acquaint- 
ing him  or  her  with  the  abov^,  and  ordering  that  strict 
Attention  be  paid  to  the  Clause  aforesaid,  on  the  Penalty 
therein  mentioned.  And  the  Same  was  ordered  accord- 
ingly.

That  Your  Petitioners  desire  Permission  to  appoint 
one  or  more  Attorneys  or  Attorney  to  rent  out  or  other- 
wise manage  their  said  Real  Property  in  Georgia  for 
their  sole  Use  and  Benefit.

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mation  strictly  enjoin  all  Merchants  and  others  to  sell 
such  Goods  as  are  not  abovementioned,  at  just  and  reas- 
onable Rates,  and  that  all  who  extort  or  demand  exhorbi- 
tant  Prices  for  such  Goods  will  do  it  at  the  Peril  of  being 
prosecuted  to  the  utmost  Rigor  of  the  Law  and  to  this 
End  all  Persons  whatever  who  shall  think  themselves  ag- 
grieved, should  be  requested  to  lodge  Information  with 
the  Attorney  General. 

Ordered  that  the  aforementioned  Gentlemen  be  re- 
quested to  act  accordingly,  and  with  all  convenient  Ex- 
pedition. 

His  Excellency  then  laid  before  the  Board  the  follow- 
ing State  or  Representation  for  their  mature  Considera- 
tion: viz.  That  by  His  Commission  He  is  authorized 
to  call  an  Assembly  of  the  Freeholders  in  order  to  join 
in  the  making  of  Laws  and  Ordinances  for  the  better 
Government  of  the  Province,  &*^:  That  by  His  12^**  In- 
struction, He  is  impowered  to  issue  Writs  in  the  King's 
'Name  directed  to  the  Provost  Marshal,  or  other  proper 
Officer,  in  the  several  Towns  and  Districts,  to  meet  at 
.  some  convenient  Place  within  the  Same,  to  choose  and 
elect  such  Persons  as  shall  be  thought  proper  by  the 
Majority  of  the  said  Freeholders  to  be  their  Representa- 
tive in  a  General  Assembly,  to  be  held  at  such  Time  and 
Place,  as  He,  with  the  Advice  of  the  Council,  shall  judge 
proper  and  convenient  for  the  King's  Service,  and  for 
the  Convenience  of  the  Inhabitats:  That  the  13^**  In- 
struction directs,  that  the  Assembly  shall  consist  of  nine- 
teen Representatives,  viz.  four  by  the  Freeholders  of 
SavannaJi,  including  the  Villages  of  Highgate  and  Hamp- 
stead,  and  the  Settlements  on  the  River  to  the  East  and 
West  of  the  Town;  one  by  the  Freeholders  of  Vernon- 
burg;  one  by  the  Freeholders  of  Acton ;  one  by  the  Free- 
holders of  Abercorn  and  Goshen;  three  by  the  Free- 
holders of  Ebeneezer;  one  by  the  Freeholders  of  Hali- 
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fax;  two  by  the  Freeholders  of  Augusta;  two  by 
the  Freeholders  of  Great  and  Little  Ogeechee;  one  by  the 
the  Freeholders  of  Medway  River;  one  by  the 
Freeholders  of  Darien ;  one  by  the  Freeholders  of  Fred- 
erica  ;  and  one  by  the  Freeholders  of  the  Islands  of  Skid- 
oway,  Willington,  Tybee  and  Green  Island:  That  in 
Governor  Ellis's  Time  by  Leave  from  Home  the  Number 
was  increased  He  thinks  to  24  or  25,  and  so  stood  when 
He  came  out :  That  after  the  Extension  of  the  Province 
from  the  River  Alatamaha  to  Saint  Mary's,  which  was 
by  Law  declared  to  contain  four  new  Parishes ;  He  wrote 
for  Leave  to  issue  Writs  for  Members  to  represent  them ; 
and  was  permitted  to  do  so,  for  one  in  each  Parish,  so 
that  the  last  Assembly  consisted  of  28  or  29  Members: 
That  He  had  examined  the  Election  Act;  the  i*^  Section 
of  which  directs  the  Manner  of  issuing  Writs;  the  2**, 
the  Qualification  of  the  Voters;  the  3"*,  is  to  prevent 
Frauds  in  Elections ;  the  4^**,  when  Votes  are  to  be  taken ; 
the  6***,  How  Vacancies  are  to  be  filled  up ;  the  7^**,  What 
Oaths  the  Provost  Marshal  may  administer  to  Persons 
offering  to  Vote;  the  8^**,  the  Provost  Marshal  not  to 
return  himself,  the  9***  no  Force  or  overawing  on  the  Day 
of  Election;  the  10^**,  no  Process  to  be  executed,  &*",  the 
II'^  declares  that  this  Act  shall  not  take  away  any  Priv- 
ilege, any  General  Assembly  before  had,  &*":  That  He 
thinks  this  Law  only  directs  the  Mode  of  Election  and 
Qualifications  of  the  Electors  and  Elected ;  and  that  the 
Powers  depend  intirely  on  His  Commission  and  Instruc- 
tions; and  He  well  remembers  that  this  Law  was  only 
made  in  Aid  of  these;  but  proposed  that  it  should  be 
looked  into  at  large:  That  upon  this  State  of  the  Mat- 
ter He  would  put  the  following  Queries,  for  the  Con- 
sideration and  Report  of  the  Chief  Justice  and  Attorney 
General,  viz. 

I.  Whether  an  Assembly  can  be  called,  without  issuing 
Writs  of.  Election  for  all  the  Parishes  and  Districts  ? 
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2.  If  the  Provost  Marshal  returns  for  one  or  more 
Parishes  and  Districts,  that  He  gave  the  Notice  required 
of  the  Election,  and  on  going  there,  he  did  not  find  any 
Inhabitants  in  the  Parish  or  Districts ;  Or  that  none  ap- 
peared to  him;  Or  came  to  the  Place,  and  at  the  Time 
appointed,  and  therefore  none  could  be  made;  Or  if  he 
should  return  that  a  Number  of  Rebels  had  assembled  at 
or  near  the  Place  appointed,  and  therefore  he  durst  not 
venture  to  the  Place,  to  receive  the  Suffrages  of  the  Elec- 
tors ;  or  that  for  any  other  Reasons  which  he  may  give, 
it  was  not  in  his  Power  to  proceed  to  take  the  Election, 
&*" ;  on  Supposition  that  this  might  happen  to  be  the  Case, 
and  that  Members  are  only  returned  for  Part  of  the 
Parishes  and  Districts,  say,  three  fourths,  or  two  thirds, 
and  none  for  the  Rest:  Then,  Whether  an  Assembly 
consisting  of  Members  from  Part  of  the  Parishes  and 
Districts  only,  will  be  a  Lawful  Assembly  or  Representa- 
tion of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  whole  Province? 

3.  And  Whether  such  a  Partial  Assembly  or  Repre- 
sentation of  the  People,  may  legally  proceed  on  Business 
in  Assembly,  and  join  in  making  Laws,  &"". 

The  Board  having  attentively  considered  this  State  or 
Representation,  unanimously  agreed,  That  it  was  of  the 
utmost  Consequence  and  Utility  to  both  the  Crown  and 
the  People,  to  have  an  Assembly;  That  His  Excellency 
had  clearly  represented  in  His  State  of  the  Matter,  every 
Point  on  which  any  Difficulty  could  occur  in  accomplish- 
ing so  Desirable  an  Object;  and  advised  the  same  be 
referred  as  soon  as  may  be  to  the  Chief  Justice  and  At- 
torney General,  for  their  opinions,  How  far  it  may  be 
practicable  under  the  Queries  therein  set  forth.

H.  E.  Laid  before  the  Board  the  following  Letter. 

Letter  from  M'  Netherclift 

On  reading  which  Letter  and  examinations  the  Law 
for  Procuring  Innoculation  Sl^  H.  E.  proposed  that  the 
Clk.  of  the  Council  should  answer  the  same,  &  acquaint 
M'  Netherclift,  that  he  was  at  Liberty  to  inoculate  any 
member  of  his  family,  under  the  circumstances  mentioned 
by  him  in  his  Letter,  provided  he  regulated  his  Conduct 
agreeably  to  the  Laws  of  the  Province  respecting  the 
Spreading  of  the  Small  pox  &  other  Contagious  Diseases 
which  Laws  were  yet  in  force. 

The  Board  approved  of  the  same  &  advised,  that  the 
Clerk  be  ordered  to  write  accordingly. 

H.  E.  then  informed  the  Board  he  had  rec*  many  Ap- 
plications from  people  in  the  country  in  favor  of  certain 
persons,  whom  they  pray  may  receive  Commissions  as 
Militia  officers,  (being  Men  of  Character,  &  well  aflFected 
to  Government:    that  he  had  made  inquiry  concerning 
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the  Conduct  both  of  the  Petitioners  &  the  Persons  pro- 
posed for  Officers,  but  without  obtaining  to  full  &  clear 
Satisfaction  as  he  wished  to  commissionate  some  officers 
without  delay  such  being  much  wanting  in  several  Parts 
of  the  Province  to  collect  the  Inhabitants  many  of  whom 
are  well  disposed  to  act  in  Defence  of  Government ;  and 
on  considering  the  Prayers  of  the  People  &  the  Grievancy 
of  affairs  it  was  unanimously  approved  &,  advised  that 
Captains  Commissions  be  forthwith  made  out  Edw"* 
Pitcher  and  Daniel  Howell,  above  his  Settlements  on 
Charles  Creek  for  the  following  Districts  Viz^ 

N**  for  the  Districts  of  Pitchers,  Creech  &  Howell ;  see 
the  Memorandum  thereof.  In  the  Book  of  Grants,  Com- 
missions ft*'. 

H.  E.  then  acquainted  the  Board  that  L*  Coll.  More  of 
the  N.  Carolina  Loyalists,  had  made  proposals  that  if 
he  was  commissioned  as  L'  Coll.  of  the  Militia,  for  the 
Upper  districts  in  this  province,  where  he  was  under  a 
Necessity  of  going  on  other  Military  Duty  he  conceived 
that  with  the  well  affected  Militia  he  should  be  able  to 
do  considerable  Service  in  seizing  upon  or  driving  away 
the  Rebels  from  that  part  of  the  province.  Whereupon 
Col.  M.  was  sent  for  and  examined  in  Council  and  hav- 
ing given  a  very  satisfactory  account  of  his  views  as- 
sumptions 

The  Board  were  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the 
proposal  of  Coll.  More,  might  prove  greatly  for  His 
Majestys  Service  and  the  Public  Good  &  advised  that  a 
Commission  should  Ije  given  him  accordingly 

•  H.  E.  then  informed  the  Board  that  Shat  Swanston 
the  Dep^  prevost  of  the  Garrison,  had  applied  payment 
of  the  Expenses  he  had  been  at,  in  maintaining  sundry 
prisoners  committed  to  the  present  prison  by  Warrant 
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from  the  Chief  Justice  &  for  which  expense  H.  E.  had 
promised  to  be  answerable  to  him,  and  the  Prevost  ac- 
count amount  to being  pro — 

The  Board  considered  and  advised    That  it  be  dis- 
charged from  the  Money  arising  from  the  Customs.

H.  E.  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  Report  of 
the  Chief  Justice  &  Attorney  General  in  Answer  to  the 
Representation  of  his  Excell'y  of  the  of  last  Month 
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Report. 

After  reading  the  Report,  which  was  intirely  approved 
of ;  H.  E.  observed  that  the  accepted  Situation  of  affairs 
in  this  Province  would  not  admit  of  carrying  this  measure 
into  Execution  Immediately  but  that  he  thought  a  more 
favorable  opportunity  might  soon  be  expected  particu- 
larly when  a  Reinforcement  should  arrive  at  which  time,, 
he  did  not  doubt  but  that  the  attention  of  the  Enemy 
would  be  wholly  taken  up  &  that  the  province  would  be 
rendered  more  secure,  &  the  Measure  proposed  now, 
eventually  carried  into  execution — Which  was  unani- 
mously approved  of  by  the  Board,  who  advised  that  the  Is- 
suing Writs  of  Election  should  be  postponed  for  some 
time. 

H.  E.  then  mentioned  that,  the  present  list  of  Justices

H.  E.  represented  that  he  apprehended  The  Tea  Duty, 
was  levied  by  M'  NPCulIogh,  thro  mistake,  and  desired 
their  opinion  whether  it  was  yet  in  Force — ^which  was 
understood  upon  Reaching  the  Collection  of  papers  pub- 
lished by  N.  M.  Commissioners,  by  the  Board  to  be  re- 
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pealed  &  of  Course  no  longer  to  be  levied,  &  that  if  M'

H.  E.  then  next  represented  to  the  Board  That  many

Most  Gracious  Intentions  may  be  carried  into  Execution 
as  far  as  possible;  He  proposed  that  an  Order  be  made 
for  the  Commissioners  of  Claims  forthwith  to  lay  before 
Him,  jai  full  Account  of  their  Proceedings  on  the  Several 
Commissions  given  them,  so  that  a  Clear  State  of  the 
said  Property  may  be  known:  And  the  Board  having 
maturely  considered  the  Matter,  advised  that  the  Com- 
missioners should  be  wrote  to  by  the  Clerk,  requiring 
them  to  Report  their  whole  Proceedings  to  the  Governor 
without  Delay.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  acquainted  the  Council, 
that  agreeably  to  their  Advice  He  had  wrote  to  the  Gen- 
eral inclosing  an  Extract  of  the  Petition  from  the  In- 
habitants of  Conoochie  and  Midway,  concerning  the 
Depredations  of  the  Enemy  in  those  Parts,  and  praying 
Protection;  that  the  Copy  of  that  Letter;  the  Petition, 
the  Answer  of  General  Prevost  and  His  Reply  to  it,  He 
now  laid  before  them,  for  their  opinion. 

The  Board  having  taken  the  Same  into  Consideration, 
concurred  with  His  Excellency  the  General  in  larnenting 
that  He  could  not  Spare  any  of  the  Troops  under  His 
Command  for  the  Purpose  of  establishing  a  Post  to  the 
Southward  as  was  prayed  for ;  That  after  the  Numerous 
Depredations  and  Murders  which  have  lately  been  com- 
mitted in  this  Province,  by  the  Rebells,  the  Protection  of 
His  Majesty's  Loyal  Subjects  here,  becomes  a  Business 
of  immediate  Attention;  but  as  the  Mode  of  Protection 
is  a  Matter  of  a  Military  Nature,  the  Council  are  not 
competent  enough  to  give  an  opinion  in  what  Way  that 
Duty  may  be  best  Effected;  nor  whether  it  should  be 
done  by  the  Troops  now  here,  or  by  embodying  others 
for  that  Purpose:  However  they  are  unanimously  of 
Opinion  that  at  least  something  further  should  be  done 
w^ithout  Delay  for  the  Protection  of  the  Settlements  be- 
low Ebenezer  between  Savannah  and  Ogeechee  Rivers, 

but  in  what  way  must  be  submitted  to  the  General."

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  having  laid  before  us 
some  Difficulties  that  have  lately  arisen  on  the  Construc- 
tion of  that  Clause  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  intitled,  "An 
Act  for  removing  all  Doubts  and  Apprehensions  concern- 
ing Taxation  by  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  in  any 
of  the  Colonies.  Provinces,  and  Plantations  in  North 
America,  and  West  Indies,"  &^  relative  to  the  Applica- 
tion of  Duties  payable  in  any  of  the  said  Colonies,  im- 
posed by  Parliament,  for  the  Regulation  of  Trade,  and 
desired  our  Opinion  thereon. 

Having  attentively  considered  this  Matter  we  are 
unanimously  of  opinion,  that  the  Duties  now  in  the 
Hands  of  the  Collector  of  His  Majesty's  Customs  for 
the  Port  of  Savannah,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  received 
by  him,  may  be  applied  towards  defraying  the  necessary 
Expenses  of  Government  for  the  following  Reasons,  and 
we  do  advise  Your  Excellency  to  apply  them  accordingly 
agreeable  to  the  Directions  of  the  afore-recited  Act. 

The  Reasons  upon  which  we  found  this  Advice,  are, — 

i*^  That  altho'  it  may  appear  from  a  cursory  View  and 
a  strict  or  literal  Construction  of  the  words  of  the  Act, 
that  the  Duties  meant  to  be  given  up,  are  those  that  may 
arise  in  Consequence  of  any  Act  of  Parliament  that  shall 
be  passed  Subsequent  to  the  Act  here  referred  to,  yet 
upon  seriously  considering  the  spirit  of  that  Act  and  the 
Reasons  upon  which  it  is  founded,  which  are  thus  set 
forth  in  the  Preamble,  Viz.  "Whereas  Taxation  by  the 
"Parliament  of  Great  Britain  for  the  Purpose  of  raising

"a  Revenue  in  His  Majesty's  Colonies,  Provinces,  and 
"Plantations  in  North  America,  has  been  found  by  Ex- 
"perience  to  occasion  great  Uneasiness  and  Disorders 
"among  His  Majesty's  Faithful  Subjects,  &*".  It  is  there- 
fore enacted,  that  the  Parliament  will  not  impose  any 
Tax  or  Duties  whatever  on  any  of  the  Colonies,  except 
"such  as  may  be  expedient  for  the  Regulation  of  Com- 
merce, and  those  Duties  to  be  Always  Paid  and  applied 
to  the  Use  of  the  respective  Colonies  where  raised," — 
we  are  of  opinion  that  as  this  Act  is  clearly  intended  as 
a  Conciliatory  one,  and  to  remove  the  objections  which 
the  People  in  America  raised  to  Taxes  imposed  on  them 
by  the  Parliament,  it  may  therefore  be  fairly  presumed 
that  it  was  the  Generous  Intention  of  the  King  and  Par- 
liament to  give  up  the  whole  of  the  Duties  raised  in 
American  to  the  Use  of  the  respective  Provinces  as  the 
objections  against  Taxation  lye  equally  against  the  Duties 
imposed  before,  as  against  those  that  may  be  imposed 
after  the  Passing  of  that  Act,  and  that  a  partial  Relin- 
quishing of  the  Application  of  those  Duties  does  not  seem 
to  come  up  to  the  Great  and  Generous  Views  of  the  King 
and  Parliament,  in  that  Act.  What  Strengthens  this 
opinion  is,  that  this  liberal  Construction  has  been  always 
put  on  that  Act  here,  and  that  it  appeared  so  clear  to  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  Prevost  that  with  the  unanimous  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Council,  a  Clause  was  inserted  in  the 
Bond  given  by  the  Collector  of  His  Majesty's  Customs 
to  oblige  him  to  pay  the  Neat  Proceeds  of  the  Duties 
received  by  him  into  the  Treasurer's  Hands. 

2^^^.  That  even  on  the  Supposition  that  we  are  mis- 
taken in  our  Reasoning  on  the  Meaning  of  that  Clause, 
yet  we  think  that  the  great  and  pressing  Exigencies  of 
the  Province  at  this  Time,  will  justify  your  Excellency  in 
applying  those  Duties  towards  defraying  the  Public  Ex- 
pences,  without  which  Aid  Government  cannot  be  car- 
ried on,  You  having  at  present  no  Money  in  your  Hands, 
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nor  the  Command  of  any  Funds  whatever  which  can  an- 
swer those  Expenses. 

3**^  and  lastly.  Altho'  we  have  no  Doubt  but  that 
when  a  General  Assembly  meets  they  will  be  wholly  dis- 
posed chearfully  to  provide  by  the  usual  way  of  a  Tax 
Bill  for  the  Expenses  of  Government  as  far  as  the  present 
distressed  state  of  the  Province  will  admit  of.  Yet  what 
Taxes  can  it  be  expected,  that  an  exhausted  and  almost 
ruined  Country  can  raise  ?  when  we  consider  the  Amount 
of  the  Public  Debt,  which  it  is  necessary  to  discharge  or 
in  some  way  secure,  as  well  for  supporting  Public  Credit 
as  for  the  Relief  of  Individuals,  who  are  great  Sufferers 
by  lying  so  long  out  of  just  Demands ;  also  the  common 
annual  and  unavoidable  Expences  of  Government;  And 
the  immediate  Repair  of  Public  Buildings,  all  of  which  in 
Consequence  of  the  Siege,  are  in  a  ruinous  Condition. 
We  say  when  we  consider  of  those  Matters  of  Expense, 
we  are  convinced  it  will  be  impracticable  for  the  General 
Assembly,  by  any  Methods  they  can  devise,  to  raise  a 
Sum  of  Money  in  any  degree  adequate  to  it. 

Upon  the  whole  as  this  Province  has  experienced  ever 
since  its  first  Settlement  the  Generous  Disposition  of  the 
King  and  Parliament  to  afford  Assistance  to  it,  so  we 
can  have  no  Doubt  but  that  they  will  in  our  present 
Necessities  grant  us  every  Aid  in  their  Power  for  the 
Supix>rt  of  that  Government  which  happily  for  this  Prov- 
ince is  re-established  under  the  Protection  and  Authority 
of  Our  Lawful  and  Gracious  Sovereign:  And  as  the 
Duties  in  question  are  the  only  present  Resource  to  which 
we  can  apply  we  flatter  ourselves  that  on  His  Excellency's 
stating  these  Matters  to  His  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State, 
the  applying  them  in  the  Manner  proposed  (and  which 
we  humbly  conceive  to  be  agreeable  to  the  Spirit  and 
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apparent  Intention  of  the  before  recited  Act),  will  meet 
with  His  Majesty's  Gracious  Approbation. 

The  other  Members  of  the  Council,  having  taken  the 
Report  into  Consideration  unanimously  agree  in  the  same 
opinion,  with  the  Committee

May  it  Please  Your  Majesty. 

We  Your  Majesty's  Most  Dutiful  and  Loyal  Subjects 
the  Upper  and  Commons  Houses  of  Assembly  of  Your 
Majesty's  Province  of  Georgia  in  General  Assembly  met; 
Beg  Leave  before  Your  Throne,  to  acknowledge  the 
Blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  and  Your  Majesty's 
Goodness,  to  which  we  owe  our  being  once  more  a  free, 
and  we  trust  that  soon  under  Your  Majesty's  Auspicious 
Reign  we  shall  again  be  a  happy  People. 

The  more  we  reflect  on  and  lament  the  Ruin  which 
the  late  Usurpation  and  Tyranny  brought  upon  this  Coun- 
try, and  detest  the  wickedness  and  Madness  of  its  Au- 
thors, and  the  Infatuation  of  their  Adherents ;  the  more 
sensible  are  we  of  Your  Majesty's  Great  Condescension, 
in  the  early  Re-establishment  of  Civil  Government,  and 
of  Your  Gracious  Assent  to  an  Act  of  Parliament  relin- 
quishing every  Claim  of  Taxation  over  the  Colonies,  ex- 
cept what  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  Regulation 
of  Trade  and  Commerce:    Of  Your  Majesty's  Favour- 
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able  Intentions  to  remit  all  Arrears  of  Quit  Rents,  and 
Graciously  proposing  that  all  those  which  may  become 
due  hereafter,  together  with  all  Fines  and  Forfeitures 
that  may  arise  to  the  Crown  in  this  Province,  shall  be 
appropriated  to  and  for  the  Use  thereof.  Which  Con- 
cessions as  they  give  the  sincerest  Satisfaction  to  all 
Real  Friends  of  the  British  Constitution;  so  they  must 
convince  the  most  obdurate  in  Rebellion,  that  Your  Maj-

Inhabitants  an  Opportunity  of  evincing  to  the  World 
their  Zeal  and  Attachment  to  Your  Majesty's  Person  and 
Government,  by  their  spirited  Conduct  in  the  Lines  dur- 
ing the  Siege. 

While  we  with  the  warmest  Gratitude  acknowledge 
Your  Benevolence  in  Restoring  to  Your  Majesty's  Peace 
and  Protection,  it  is  with  the  utmost  Pain,  that  we  find 
ourselves  impelled  by  the  Duty  we  owe  Your  Majesty 
and  our  Country,  to  lay  before  Your  Throne  the  present 
distressed  Situation  of  this  Colony,  occasioned  by  the 
continued  Depredations  of  a  set  of  the  most  profligate 
Men,  that  ever  existed,  who  have  laid  Waste  the  Country, 
plundered  the  Inhabitants,  and  put  to  Death  many  of 
Your  Loyal  Subjects.  But  as  these  Circumstances  have

And  I  am  of 
Opinion,  M'  Glen  the  Rebel  Chief  Justice,  should  not  in 
Decency  be  suffered  to  remain  here  unmolested,  but  that 
the  same  Conduct,  as  is  observed  to  lesser  Offenders 
should  I  humbly  conceive  be  pursued  as  to  him  and  every 
other  Offender ;  particularly  those  who  held  Offices  under 
the  Rebel  Powers,  and  such,  whose  Rank,  and  Influence, 
gave  them  an  Ascendancy  over  the  Multitude.

The  Memorial  &  Petition  of  John  Glen  late  of  the 
Province  afores"*,  but  since  of  Charlestown  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  South  Carolina,  Gentleman 

Sheweth 

That  your  Memorialist  and  Petit'  being  in  the  Garrison 
of  Charlestown  at  the  Time  of  the  Surrender  of  the  same 
to  His  Majesty's  Forces  under  the  Command  of  His  Ex- 
celF  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  was  included  in  the  articles  of 
Capitulation  entered  into  and  ratified  between  the  two 
Contending  Powers,  and  in  consequence  thereof  a  Parole 
of  Honor  was  signed  by  Your  Memorialist  and  Petitioner 
whereby  he  engaged  to  remain  a  Prisoner  of  War  in 
Charlestown,  unless  pennitted  to  go  out  by  the  Com- 
mandant. 

That  Your  Memorialist  and  Pet'  being  desirous  to  re- 
turn to  this  Province  where  he  had  lived  many  happy 
Years,  And  to  become  a  Subject  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  did  on  the  first  day  of  June  in- 
stant, make  Application  to  the  Honorable  Major  General 
Leslie  then  Commandant  at  Charlestown,  for  a  Pass  for 
the  Purpose,  which  he  readily  granted  Your  Memorialist. 

That  Your  Memorialist  &  Petit'  did  accordingly  arrive 
liere  in  the  afternoon  of  Friday  last,  and  took  Lodgings 
at  the  House  of  M'  Nunes  in  Savannali,  where  he  was 
disordered  by  a  violent  Cold,  insomuch  that  that  ^^^""^  he 
was  not  able  to  go  out  until  late  the  next  Morning,  But 
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before  Your  Memorialist  was  twenty  four  Hours  ar- 
rived, he  was  served  with  a  Warrant  issued  by  the  Hon**** 
Anthony  Stokes  Esquire  Chief  Justice  of  the  said  Prov- 
ince for  Treason  on  a  supposed  Treason  &  Adherence 
to  His  Majesty's  Enemies,  to  which  Your  Memorialist 
made  his  Appearance  and  produced  his  Parole  and  Pass. 

That  Your  Memorialist  conceives  it  extremely  hard  to 
be  confined  for  the  Crime  afors*  while  a  Prisoner 
of  War  on  Parole  &  having  a  pass  to  come  here,  Es- 
pecially as  his  Intentions  in  coming  were  to  return  to 
his  Allegiance  to  His  Majesty,  to  settle  &  reside  in  the 
Province,  and  to  render  it  every  Service  in  his  Power, 
which  he  had  the  greatest  Reason  to  Expect  would,  have 
been  permitted  him  from  the  Tenor  of  Sir  Henry  Clintons 
late  Proclamation,  as  His  Majesty's  Commissioner  for 
restoring  Peace  and  Good  Government  in  the  several 
Provinces  of  North  America. 

That  Your  Memorialist  &  Petitioner  in  Consequence 
of  Sir  Henry  Clintons  Proclamation  afores"*  is  now  ready 
to  return  to  His  Allegiance  to  His  Majesty  and  to  settle 
in  this  Province. 

Your  Memorialist  &  Petitioner  therefore  humbly  prays 
Your  Excellency  and  Honors  that  he  may  be  admitted 
to  do  so.  And  that  all  further  Prosecutions  against  him 
may  be  stayed,  or  otherwise  that  he  may  not  be  prevented 
from  returning  to  Charlestown  to  take  the  Benefit  of  the 
Proclamations  issued  by  His  Majesty's  Commissioner 
afores*

At  a  Council  held  at  His  Excellency's 
House,  in  Savannah,  on  Wednesday,  the  14"* 
Day  of  June  1780. 

Present 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  in  Council. 

His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board,  a  letter  and 
Petition  of  M'  John  Glen,  also  a  Certificate  of  several 
Inhabitants  in  Favor  of  him:  Which  being  read,  His 
Excellency  made  several  Observations  thereupon  and  then 
desired  their  Opinion. 

The  Board  having  considered  the  Subject  unanimously 
advised,  that  the  Clerk  should  write  to  M'  Glen  that  he 
may  be  admitted  to  take  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance,  &c  to 
His  Majesty  whenever  he  pleases:  But  it  is  conceived 
the  Governor  has  no  Right  to  grant  a  Pardon,  or  stay 
Proceedings  in  Cases  of  High  Treason.  That  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  by  His  Majesty  for  restoring  peace 
in  America,  are  invested  with  full  Powers  to  grant  Par- 
dons for  all  Offences  committed  against  the  Crown  dur- 
ing the  Rebellion,  and  that  M*"  Glen  should  apply  to 
the  said  Commissioners  for  Relief,  it  not  being  in  the 
Governor's  Power  to  grant  the  Prayer  of  his  Petition  in 
that  Particular.

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Doctor  James  Houston's  Letter  to  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Clarke,  Commandant  in  Georgia — 

Sir, 

It  is  with  much  Difficulty  I  prevail  on  my  self  to  trouble 
You,  upon  this  Occasion,  but  having  made  use  of  every 
Expedient  in  my  Power  without  Effect,  to  obtain  from 
the  Civil  Authority  that  Justice  which  I  think  myself 
intitled  to, —  I  am  now  under  the  Necessity  of  Stating 
my  case  to  You  as  Commanding  Officer  of  this  Garrison, 
and  claiming  that  Protection  due  to  me  as  a  Prisoner. 
I  hold  a  Commission  as  Physician  and  Surgeon  to  the 
Hospitals  of   the  United   States,   and   was   in   Charles 
Town  at  the  Time  of  the  Surrender  of  that  Place  to 
His    Brittanic   Majesty,    and    gave    my   Parole   to   Sir 
Henry  Clinton,  and  afterwards  obtained  Permission  from 
General  Leslie  (who  ccMnmanded  in  Charles  Town)  to 
come  to  this  Place,  'Notwithstanding  which  I  was  arrested 
by  Order  of  the  Chief  Justice  for  Treason  a  very  few 
Hours  after  my  Arrival,  and  have  been  detained  in  dose 
Confinement  for  ten  days  past.    And  as  I  cannot  think 
myself  accountable  to  the  Chief  Justice  for  any  supposed 
Crimes  of  Treason,  While  a  Prisoner  and  in  the  Service 
of  the  United  States,  I  think  it  very  unjust  that  I  should 
be  prevented  from  returning  to  Charles  Town  agreeable 
to  my  Parole;   was  there  any  Information  of  a  private 
Nature  against  me,  I  should  not  expect  to  be  protected 
by  my  Parole,  but  as  the  only  Information  which  ap- 
pears against  me,  is  assisting  in  the  American  Hospitals, 
during  the  Time  this  Town  was  besieged,  I  think  my 
Case  must  appear  to  every  unprejudiced  Person  Cruel 
and  unprecedented. 

A  General  Court  has  met  since  my  Confinement,  and 
I  then  made  Application  to  the  Atf"  Gen*  and  informed 
him  that  I  was  ready  to  appear  and  answer  to  any  Crimes 
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of  a  Private  Nature,  that  might  be  alledged  against  me, 
which  he  refused ;  and  since  that  I  have  offered  Security 
to  appear  at  the  next  Court,  which  I  am  told  will  be  in 
December,  and  there  to  answer  to  any  Charges  he  may 
have  against  me,  this  has  likewise  been  refused  me ;  from 
these  Circumstances  it  appears  very  Clearly,  that  it  is  the 
Intention  of  the  Att^  Gen'  to  confine  me,  until  the  Meet- 
ing of  the  Court  unless  he  is  prevented. —  In  this  Situa- 
tion I  hold  it  my  Duty  to  apply  to  You  for  Redress,  and 
flatter  my  self  you  will  not  permit  Your  Prisoner  to  be 
insulted  and  confined  without  Cause  contrary  to  the  Ar- 
ticles of  Capitulation  entered  into  and  ratified  by  the 
Commanding  Officers  of  the  two  Armies  before  the  Sur- 
render of  Charles  Town.

Attorney  General's  Letter  to  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor, on  Perusal  of  the  aforegoing  Letter 

May  it  please  Your  Excellency, 

I  have  been  favored  with  the  Perusal  of  a  Letter  of 
Yesterday  from  M'  James  Houstoun  to  Colo^  Clark,  Com- 
manding the  Garrison  here,  complaining  of  Cruel  and 
Unprecedented  Treatment.    My  Office  giving  me  an  Op- 
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portunity  of  being  fully  acquainted  with  M'  Houstoun's 
Case  and  being  also  privy  to  many  of  the  Circumstances 
he  alludes  to,  Your  Excellency  will  take  the  following 
Relation. 

M'  Houstoun  and  two  other  Gentlemen  against  whom 
were  several  Informations  for  treasonable  Acts  committed 
before  the  Reduction  of  this  Province  to  His  Majesty's 
Arms,  and  since  during  the  Invasion  of  this  Town  by 
the  French  and  Rebels  Appearing  here,  where  the  Civil 
Government  is  established,  Openly,  were  apprehended  and 
carried  before  the  Chief  Justice,  and  to  the  best  of  my 
Knowledge  six  or  seven  Informations  were  read  charg- 
ing M*"  Houstoun  with  befng  Active  in  Rebellion  ex- 
pressly, which  charges  he  made  very  light  of,  and  insin- 
uated,  he  had  done  nothing  he  was  either  afraid  or 
ashamed  of,  and  in  the  Course  of  "the  Business  said  he 
was  ready  to  give  in  Bail  to  answer  the  charges; —  the 
Chief  Justice  told  him  those  Offences  were  not  usually 
bailable,  but  desired  to  hear  what  I,  as  Att^  Gen'  had 
to  say  on  the  occasion  I  observed  that  I  did  not  conceive 
myself  at  Liberty  to  give  any  consent  to  take  Bail,  but 
that  I  thought  there  would  be  no  Impropriety  in  com- 
mitting them  to  a  private  House  under  the  care  of  Special 
Goalers,  if  they  would  propose  a  House  agreeable  to 
themselves.    Some  Difficulty  arose  about  getting  a  House 
of  sufficient  Accommodation  for  them,  when  for  their 
Convenience  it  was  consented  they  should  go  to  Houses 
apart  most  agreeable  to  them,  on  producing  two  Discreet 
Persons  to  be  sworn  in  their  special  Keepers;    which 
was  done,  and  M'  Houstoun  was  committed  to  the  House 
of  M'  Mossman,  the  Residence  of  his  M'  Houstoun's 
Wife  and  Mother  in  Law,  and  Place  of  Resort  of  his 
most  particular  Friends,  and  to  that  House  and  Lot,  he 
has  been  ever  since,  and  now  is  confined. 

I  think  it  was  on  the  Saturday  Evening,  the  Court  of 
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Sessicms  began  the  Tuesday  following,  and  from  the  time 
of  his  Commitment,  to  the  present,  I  do  not  recollect  to 
have  exchanged  one  word  with  him  on  the  cause  of  his 
Commitment,  neither  did  he  in  Person,  or  by  any  mes- 
sage at  any  time  while  the  Grand  Jury  were  sitting  in- 
form me  that  he  was  desirous  to  be  brought  to  Trial, 
and  had  he  done  so,  I  believe  it  would  not  have  been  in 
my  power  to  have  complied  with  his  Request,  several 
of  the  Persons  Witnesses  of  his  Conduct  during  the 
Siege,  living  so  great  a  Distance  from  Town,  that  they 
could  not  be  got  to  Court  in  Time.  Another  Circumstance 
I  understood,  they  all  wished  to  have  an  Opportunity  to 
sollicit  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  a  Pardon,  and  meant 
to  return  to  their  former  Allegiance;  two  of  this  Party 
resolved  to  return  to  their  former  Allegiance  and  have 
requested  the  State  Oaths  may  be  tendered  them.  When 
that  Disposition  was  certainly  known,  and  request  made 
for  the  Purpose,  they  were  indulged  and  bailed,  to  give 
them  an  Opportunity  to  procure  If  possible  their  Par- 
dons before  the  next  Sessions,  and  they  are  now  at  large 
upon  Bail,  one  of  them  has  already  taken  the  Oath,  the 
other  means  to  do  it  this  Day.  But  M'  Houstoun  shews 
no  such  Disposition,  on  the  Contrary  I  am  informed  is 
sullen  and  obstinate  in  his  Aversion  to  the  British  Gov- 
ernment, Yet  he  expects  the  same  Favor  with  the  others. 

During  the  Court,  a  Friend  of  his  asked  me  if  he  might 
not  be  bailed,  it  was  just  after  one  of  the  others  were 
bailed,  I  answered  him,  let  M""  Houstoun  do  as  the  other 
had  done  he  would  have  the  same  Indulgence, —  his 
Friend  said  he  believed  he  would;  I  then  told  him  the 
Court  breaking  up  would  be  no  Hindrance  as  that  Busi- 
ness might  be  done  at  Chambers  on  any  Day. 

A  Gentleman  of  the  Law  since  mentioned  the  matter 
to  me,  I  made  nearly  the  same  observation,  and  added 
that  I  thought  it  a  very  material  circumstance  to  know 
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whether  M'  Houstoun  meant  to  return  to  his  former 
Allegiance  or  not.  Yesterday  another  Gentleman  of  th^ 
Profession  also  mentioned  his  Case  to  me,  I  answered 
let  him  do  as  the  others  had  done,  he  was  intitled  to  the 
same  Indulgence,  it  was  mentioned  his  situation  was 
somewhat  different  from  the  others,  being  in  the  Conti- 
nental Service,  he 'did  not  know  whether  his  Resignation, 
in  that  Service  would  be  accepted  of,  and  that  he  must 
needs  go  to  Charles  Town  before  he  could  determine 
anything;  I  then  went  so  far  as  to  add,  let  him  acquaint 
the  Governor  by  Petition,  that  he  means  voluntarily  to 
return  to  his  former  Allegiance,  that  his  peculiar  situa- 
tion require  his  Presence  in  Charles  Town,  before  he 
can  give  the  Testimony  of  it,  the  others  have  done,  and 
that  he  meant  to  settle  his  Business,  and  take  the  earliest 
opportunity  of  taking  the  oaths;  that  I  said,  possibly 
might  procure  him  the  Indulgence  of  being  bailed :  But 
it  seems  all  will  not  do. 

I  leave  Your  Excellency  therefore  to  judge,  how  far 
the  Treatment  of  this  Man,  is  either  cruel  or  Unprece- 
dented, how  far,  he  can  be  said  to  be  insulted  and  con- 
fined without  cause,  and  how  far  I  have  shewn  any  In- 
tention to  detain  him  longer  in  Confinement,  than  the 
Duty  of  my  Office,  and  Respect  for  his  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment requires. 

I  have  the  Honor  to  be  Your  Excellency's  most 
obed'  &  very  hble  Ser.

Letter  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  from  James 
Simpson  Esq'  Secretary  to  the  Commissioners  for  re- 
storing Peace,  &c.  &  Attorney  General  of  South  Caro- 
lina— 

Charles  Town  July  6"*  1780 
Sir 

Lord  Cornwall  is  hath  been  pleased  to  refer  to  me,  a 
Letter  from  Doctor  James  Houstoun  to  Colonel  Clark, 
the  Commanding  Officer  of  His  Majesty's  Forces  in  Geor- 
gia, setting  forth  as  a  Matter  of  Complaint,  that  whilst 
a  Prisoner  to  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  under  the  Capitulation 
of  Charles  Town,  with  leave  of  Absence  for  a  limited 
time  from  General  Leslie,  he  had  been  taken  into  Cus- 
tody, at  Savannah,  upon  a  Charge  of  High  Treason, 
and  that  he  was  still  confined  there  for  that  Offence,  I 
also  at  the  same  Time  received  the  Letter  wrote  to  your 
Excellency,  by  M'  Robertson,  the  Attorney .  General  of 
Georgia,  stating  the  Reasons  that  induced  the  Apprehen- 
sion and  Commitment  of  M'  Houstoun,  and  it  is  by 
his  Lordship's  Desire,  that  I  now  take  the  Liberty  to 
address  You  upon  the  Subject. 

As  I  presume  Reasons  of  State,  rather  than  the  max- 
ims of  Strict  Law,  will  influence  the  Conduct  of  those 
with  whom  it  is  Optional,  to  direct  Prosecutions  for  Of- 
fences of  the  Nature  M'  Houstoun  stands  charged  with, 
at  the  present  Juncture,  I  think  it  w^ould  be  quite  unnec- 
essary to  inquire  w^hether  M'  Houstoun's  being  included, 
in  the  Capitulation  of  Charles  Town,  could  be  received 
in  a  Court  of  Justice,  as  a  sufficient  cause  of  demurrer, 
to  a  charge  for  an  Antecedent  Offence ;  but  I  beg  Leave 
to  inform  Your  Excellency,  that  after  an  attentive  con- 
sideration of  the  matter,  upon  another  occasion,  every 
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Person  here  who  was  advised  with,  concurred  in  opinion, 
that  if  not  illegal,  it  would  be  extremely  improper  and 
inexpedient,  to  question  at  present  for  prior  Offences 
those  Persons  who  came  under  the  Terms  of  the  Capit- 
ulation, and  for  which  at  a  future  day,  they  will  un- 
doubtedly be  amenable  to  Justice. 

I  have  only  further  to  acquaint  Your  Excellency,  that 
Lord  Cornwallis  and  General  Patterson,  are  both  of  Opin- 
ion that  as  long  as  D'  Houstoun  remains  a  Prisoner  under 
the  Terms  of  the  Capitulation,  he  ought  not  to  be  called 
to  answer  for  the  Treasons  he  may  have  committed  before 
that  time,  and  if  upon  further  Consideration,  you  should 
adopt  their  Sentiments,  I  presume  you  will  judge  it  ex- 
pedient, to  give  the  necessary  Directions  to  restore  him 
to  the  relative  Situation,  in  which  it  places  him.

Letter  in  Answer  to  the  aforegoing  Letter,  by  the  At- 
torney General  of  Georgia. 

Sir 

His  Excellency  Governor  Wright  has  communicated 
to  me  Your  Letter  to  him  respecting  the  Case  of  D' 
James  Houstoun,  who  was  before  Your  letter  came  to 
hand,  admitted  on  Bail  in  consequence  of  Assurances 
that  he  means  to  return  to  his  former  Allegiance  and 
obedience ;  had  he  done  that  sooner,  he  would  have  merit- 
ed with  others  the  same  Indulgence  and  saved  us  all  much 
Trouble.     It  is  by  His  Excellency's  Desire  that  I  write 
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You  on  this  Subject,  and  he  desires  it  may  be  made 
known  to  Lord  Comwallis  and  General  Patterson,  that 
he  has  a  high  Esteem  for,  and  shall  always  shew  every 
Respect  and  Attention  to  the  opinions  of  these  Gentle- 
men, and  every  other  Person  employed  in  His  Majest/s 
Service  in  every  matter  that  may  come  properly  under 
his  Direction  and  lye  within  his  Sphere. 

The  Civil  Government  is  here  established  with  his  Maj- 
esty's Express  Approbation,  of  which  I  presume  You 
are  no  Stranger ;  And  I  do  conceive  it  is  not  in  the  Power 
of  the  Governor  to  order  any  Person  confined  for  High 
Treason  to  be  discharged  and  set  at  Liberty,  when  once 
apprehended,  nor  are  the  Judges  bound  to  obey  such 
orders,  if  given;  Consequently  Your  Request  could  not 
have  been  complied  with  :  The  Governor,  I  apprehend,  is 
as  much  bound  as  any  other  Person,  indeed  more  so  by 
His  Office,  to  make  the  Laws  of  the  Land,  the  Rule  of 
his  Conduct;  he  is  neither  above  the  Law,  nor  can  he 
controul  it;  and  in  the  particular  Case  of  M'  Houstoun 
charged  with  High  Treason,  he  cannot  even  pardon  after 
a  Conviction,  but  only  respite  the  Execution  of  the  Sen- 
tence. 

It  is  to  me  a  Matter  of  very  serious  Concern,  and  in 
my  Opinion  of  dangerous  Tendency  to  see  Notorious 
Offenders  at  large  in  this  Province,  under  Military  Pass- 
ports, where  the  Civil  Government  prevails,  before  they 
have  given  any  Testimony  of  return  to  their  former 
Allegiance;  'tis  treating  an  Authority  with  Contempt, 
which  Duty  ought  to  prompt  every  good  Man  to  sup- 
port with  his  best  Endeavors;  and  I  cannot  conceive 
that  any  Reasons  of  State,  in  opposition  to  the  Maxims 
of  Law,  makes  it  necessary  such  offenders,  should  be 
suffered  to  go  at  large,  or  come  into  this  Province;  On 
the  Contrary  I  think  Reasons  of  State  and  Common  De- 
cency forbid  it.    And  when  such  persons  come  here,  it 
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is  my  Idea  the  Duty  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  to  lay  them 
under  legal  Restraint,  as  this  omitted  or  neglected  re- 
duces the  Government  to  a  Contemptible  Shadow. 

In  Regard  of  the  particular  Case  of  M'  Houstoun, 
I  am  of  opinion  the  Commissioners  Pardon,  will 
avail  him  much  more  in  a  Court  of  Law,  than  the  Ar- 
ticles of  Capitulation  on  the  Surrender  of  Charles  Town : 
You  acknowledge  circumstanced  as  he  is,  at  a  future 
Day,  that  he  may  be  amenable  to  Justice,  for  prior  Of- 
fences I  think  so  too,  and  that  he  is  equally  amenable  at 
present. 

Yet  granting  that  it  be  not  proper  or  expedient  to  put 
the  Law  in  force  against  him,  I  presume  You  will  agree 
with  me  that  it  is  both  proper  and  expedient,  to  teach 
such  Persons,  that  no  .Reasons  of  State  can  controul  the 
Decrees  of  Law,  where  a  Civil  Government  prevails;  and 
that  for  their  own  security  they  should  at  least,  keep 
without  Reach  of  the  Influence  of  a  Power,  which  pays 
no  resj^ect  to  Persons. 

Upon  the  whole  I  am  hopeful  in  Future  that  none  but 
such  as  mean  voluntarily  return  to  their  former  Allegiance 
will  obtain  Pasports  to  come  this  way —  And  I  am  inclined 
to  think  General  Leslie  did  not  consider  the  Consequences 
when  he  enlarged  M'  Houstoun's  Pasport  to  Georgia  be- 
fore  he  had  given  full  Assurance  of  his  Intentions ;  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  concurs  in  this,  and  hopes  it 
will  not  happen  in  any  Instance  again.

The  Address  of  His  Majesty's  Council — 

May  it  please  your  Excellency 

We  His  Majesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects  the 
Council  of  Georgia,  having  taken  into  our  most  serious 
consideration  the  present  defenceless  State  of  this  Prov- 
ince and  the  many  cruel  Murders  and  Depredations  which 
are  dayly  committed  on  His  Majesty's  peaceable  and 
loyal  Subjects  by  Parties  of  Rebel  Plunderers,  do  think 
ourselves  bound  in  duty  to  His  Majesty  and  this  Coun- 
try  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  an  impartial  State  of 
its  present  situation  and  to  point  out  what  appears  to 
us  absolutely  necessary  to  prevent  the  ruin  with  which 
it  is  threatened 

Sir  Henry  Clinton  having  found  it  necessary  to  order 
from  this  Province,  upon  the  Expedition  against  Charles- 
town,  not  only  the  greatest  part  of  the  Infantry,  but  also 
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all  the  Cavalry  that  had  been  raised  for  the  Defence  of 
this  Country,  the  forces  left  in  the  Province  were  re- 
duced to  a  Number  barely  sufficient  to  Garrison  Savan- 
nah and  even  part  of  these  were  soon  ordered  away  to 
take  possession  of  Augusta  and  the  Port  at  Ninety  Six 
in  South  Carolina,  in  consequence  of  which  every  other 
part  of  this  Province  was  left  open  to  the  Inroads  of 
the  Rebels,  as  the  small  Garrisons  at  Savannah  &  Augus- 
ta, (the  only  military  Posts  in  the  Province)  could  afford 
no  kind  of  Protection  to  the  rest  of  this  Country. 

We  are  well  aware  that  your  Excellency  did  frequent- 
ly order  out  the  Militia,  but  the  Rebels  being  well  mounted 
and  their  Inairsions  sudden  and  repeated,  it  was  found 
impracticable  for  foot  to  come  up  with  them  and  prevent 
their  Depredations. 

The  Sea  Coast  hath,  if  possible,  been  left  still  more 
exposed  to  the  Ravages  of  the  Enemy,  as  every  Vessell 
of  force,  even  to  a  Galley  and  Gun  boat  hath  been  re- 
moved into  South  Carolina;  by  reason  wheroff  many 
Enemy's  Vessell  and  also  open  Rebel  Galleys  and  boats 
have,  down  to  the  present  time,  repeatedly  infested  the 
Coast  of  this  Province  and  captur'd  several  Vessells  even 
in  the  Creeks  &  Rivers  thereoff,  landing  from  time  to 
time  and  carrying  off  both  Whites  and  Negroes,  not- 
withstanding your  Excellency  has  on  every  occasion  ex- 
erted Yourself  in  endeavouring  to  obtain  effectual  As- 
sistance, by  applying  to  the  Commanders  in  Chief  of  His 
Majesty's  forces  by  Sea  and  Land  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  Aid,  but  unhappily  without  Effect. 

Having  thus  Stated  to  your  Excellency  the  very  ex- 
posed and  defenceless  condition  of  the  Province,  we  beg 
leave  to  observe  that  it  appears  to  us  absolutely  necessary, 
in  order  to  render  the  Militia  of  any  real  and  permanent 
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Utility  that  they  be  allowed  Pay  and  Subsistance,  whilst 
on  actual  Service,  as  they  and  their  families  cannot  live 
without  it,  when  they  are  taken  from  their  dayly  labour. 

We  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  there  is  an  immediate 
necessity  for  raising  one  or  more  Troops  of  Horse  for  the 
defence  of  this  Coutitry,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but 
that  the  late  attack  on  Augusta  and  the  many  Murders 
and  devastations  frequently  committed  by  the  Rebels,  will 
induce  Lord  Comwallis  to  comply  with  your  Excellency's 
late  Requisition  for  that  purpose  and  if  that  fails,  the 
necessity  of  raising  Horse  appears  to  us  so  very  indis- 
pensible  that  we  think  ourselves  bound  in  duty  to  His 
Majesty  and  this  Country  to  recommend  to  your  Excel- 
lency the  taking  the  measure  of  raising  them  upon  your- 
self, trusting  that  His  Majesty  in  his  goodness  will  ap- 
prove of  the  same,  and  that  the  Expence  thereof,  as  well 
as  the  Pay  and  Subsistance  of  the  Militia,  whilst  on  Duty, 
will  be  defrayed  by  the  Mother  Country,  as  from  the 
distressed  and  almost  ruined  state  of  this  Province,  it  is 
impossible  to  raise  a  fund  for  those  purposes  by  Taxes 
on  Men  who  are  already  impoverished. 

In  order  to  defend  the  'Coast  from  the  Mischiefs  al- 
ready stated,  it  appears. to  us  necessary  that  a  proper  arm- 
ed Vessell,  under  your  Excellency's  direction  would  be 
the  most  effectual  remedy  to  prevent  such  daring  Out- 
rages in  future :  And  as  His  Majesty  did  for  many  years, 
generously  support  an  armed  Vessell  here,  even  in  time 
of  profound  Peace,  we  humbly  hope  that  should  your 
Excellency  think  proper  to  equip  an  armed  Vessell  in 
lieu  of  that  we  had  before  the  present  unnatural  Rebel- 
lion broke  out,  the  Measure  will  be  approved  off  by  His 
Majesty  and  the  expence  thereoff  defrayed  as  usual.

Upon  the  whole  it  appears  to  us  that  if  the  Measures 
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now  recommended  are  not  speedily  pursued,  the  loyal  In- 
habitants here  will  in  all  probability  be  ruined  and  the 
Province  lost  after  so  much  Blood  and  Treasure  has 
been  spent  on  it.

Siege,  &  also  by  the  Constant  incursions  of  Plundering 
Partys'  that  the  Legislature  hath  not  even  to  this  Hour 
been  able  to  Fall  on  the  Means  of  Providing  for  the 
Common  Current  Expenses  of  this  Country  Much  less 
is  it  in  the  Power  of  the  Province  to  defray  the  Charge 
of  a  Body  of  Horse  to  Prevent  the  Rebels  from  intirely 
breaking  up  the  Country,  &  Murdering  every  Loyalist, 
one  after  Another.

His  Excelency  the  Governor,  in  Council. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  acquainted  the  Council 
That  He  had  received  a  Letter  from  Colonel  Grierson  at 
Augusta,  dated  the  4""  Instant,  in  which  he  refers  to  a 
former  Letter  of  the  23^  Ultimo,  sent  by  one  Hodgins : 
That  he  expressed  Great  Anxiety  for  a  Reinforcement, 
and  which  they  were  then  daily  looking  for:  And  he 
mentioned,  the  Rebels  continued  to  environ  that  Place, 
their  Numbers  he  did  not  exactly  know,  but  they  expected 
more  to  join  them  shortly:  That  Colonel  Brown  had 
also  wrote  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  King's 
Troops  here;  and  that  he  doubted  not  but  the  Matter 
would  be  so  settled  by  the  Governor  and  him;  that  the 
Aid  which  they  stand  in  Need  of,  may  be  speedily  sent 
forward,  and  the  sooner  the  better  it  will  be  for  the 
Province  in  General. 

His  Excellency  also  acquainted  the  Board  That,  We 
had  seen  Colonel  Brown's  Letter  to  Colonel  Porbeck 
dated  the  i"^  of  May,  wherein  he  writes,  that  the  Rebels 
consisting  of  4  or  500  Cavalry,  under  the  Command  of 
Colonel  Baker,  made  their  Appearance  every  day  at  the 
Outskirts  of  the  Town :  That  the  Public  Boats  and  Goods 
were  at  Galphin's  Stockade,  guarded  by  a  Detachment  of 
Rangers  and  South  Carolina  Militia;  That  this  Circum- 
stance prevents  his  Undertaking  anything  of  Consequence 
in  the  Field,  untill  reinforced :  That  a  Rebel  Major  Jack- 
son commands  about  80  Horse  on  the  Carolina  Side, 
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That  he  is  informed  the  Intention  of  the  Rebels  is  to  in- 
vest the  Place,  and  starve  him  into  a  Submission,  which 
he  thinks  they  can  never  effect  even  if  their  Numbers 
were  much  greater.  That  he  is  tolerably  well  provided 
himself  with  Corn  for  3  Months :  That  he  has  also  pro- 
vided himself  with  a  good  Stock  of  Ammunition  from 
the  Boats  in  a  Night  Excursion  by  different  Opportuni- 
ties: That  he  has  wrote  to  the  Creek  Nation  ordering 
down  all  the  Indians,  who  have  not  marched  to  Pensa- 
cola.  That  he  is  in  daily  Expectation  of  hearing  from  Cap- 
tain Wylly  who  is  now  in  the  Cherokees,  and  had  his  In- 
structions to  penetrate  this  Province  or  South  Carolina,  so 
that  he  imagines  he  is  prepared  for  this  Event :  That  he 
had  wrote  to  Colonel  Cruger  who  informs  him,  that  the 
Ret^els  are  troublesome  in  his  Neighbourhood :  That  not 
a  Man  of  the  Saint  George's  Militia  had  joined  him  or 
Captain  Roworth:  That  he  imagines  before  any  Rein- 
forcement arrives  there,  the  Rebels  will  plunder  |the 
Country:  And  writes,  that  were  all  the  Militia  from  the 
Town  Part  of  the  Province  put  in  Motion,  those  Banditti 
would  scarce  commit  themselves  between  two  Fires. 

His  Excellency  also  acquainted  the  Board,  That  He 
had  wrote  to  Colonel  Porbeck,  and  inclosed  the  Letter  he 
received  from  Colonel  Grierson;  and  requested  to  know 
what  could  be  done:  To  which,  Colonel  Porbeck  an- 
swered, "That  to  both  those  Gentlemen's  Requisitions  he 
is  sorry  to  say,  and  must  refer  to  the  Governor  for  the 
Truth,  that  this  Garrison  cannot  afford  the  least  Relief 
to  them.'' 

His  Excellency  then  observed  that  considering  these 
Matters,  this  Province  was  in  a  very  critical  and  dan- 
gerous Situation,  and  that  if  Augusta  falls  into  the  Hands 
of  the  Rebels,  the  whole  Country  would  probably  be 
ruined  and  broke  up,  as  far  down  as  even  the  Town; 
and  therefore  if  it  was  possible  to  send  any  Reinforce- 
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ment  or  afford  any  Relief  it  certainly  ought  to  be  done; 
and  desired  the  Board  would  give  their  most  serious  and 
best  Advice,  what  was  necessary  to  be  performed  and 
what  it  was  in  his  Power  to  do,  at  this  alarming 
Crisis.  And  in  Order  to  enable  them  to  judge  more 
clearly  of  the  Matter,  He  laid  before  the  Board  a  Re- 
turn of  the  Regular  Troops  in  the  Town  of  Savannah, 
given  Him  by  Colonel  Clarke  the  beginning  of  April, 
before  he  went  to  Saint  Augustine :  By  which  it  appears 
there  were  then  656  Privates  in  the  whole  Sick  and  well ; 
of  these,  Colonel  Eorbeck  informed  Him,  Colonel  Clarke 
had  carried  about  150  to  Saint  Augustine,  so  that,  there 
may  remain  now  about  500.  His  Excellency  also  laid 
before  the  Board  an  Account  of  the  Militia  from  Savan- 
nah up  the  Country,  for  about  35  Miles,  being  the  First 
Regiment,  and  containing  eleven  Companies  amounting 
to  371  Men,  and  acquainted  them  that  besides  these, 
there  are  4  other  Regiments ;  one  on  the  South  Side  of 
Ogeechee  River;  but  the  Settlements  about  Medway  &*^ 
being  nearly  broke  up,  there  are  very  few  that  Way ;  that 
the  other  3  Regiments,  viz.  in  the  Upper  part  of  Saint 
Matthew's  Parish  and  Lower  Part  of  Saint  George's, 
the  Upper  Part  of  Saint  George's  and  Lower  Part  of 
Saint  Pauls,  and  the  Upper  Part  of  Saint  Pauls  and  in 
the  Ceded  Lands,  it  was  impossible  to  say  what  they 
may  amount  to,  especially  as  there  are  many  Rebels  and 
disaffected  People  in  those  Parts  x)f  the  Country. 

On  mature  Deliberation  on  the  Intelligence  received 
from  Colonels  Brown  and  Grierson  at  Augiista;  and  the 
alarming  and  critical  Situation  of  Affairs  in  this  Prov- 
ince; it  was  the  Unanimous  Opinion  of  the  Board,  and 
which  they  believed  to  be  the  Voice  of  the  People  in 
General ;  That  a  Request  should  be  made  by  His  Excel- 
lency to  Colonel  Porbeck,  to  reconsider  the  Matter  of 
the  Applications  by  Colonels  Brown  and  Grierson ;  And 
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as  they  apprehend  the  Safety  and  Welbeing  of  the  Prov- 
ince seem  to  depend  on  sending  a  Reinforcement  or  some 
Assistance  to  the  Post  at  Augusta,  it  is  hoped  that  he 
will  order  lOO  or  more  Regulars  to  proceed  that  Way, 
and  that  an  equal  Number  of  Militia  will  be  ordered  to 
join  them  at  Ebenezer ;  where  in  such  Case  a  Force  of  20 
Regulars  and  30  Militia  would  be  sufficient  for  its  De- 
fence; And  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that  many  of  the 
Militia  of  Saint  George's  and  Saint  Matthew's  Parishes, 
who  are  now  hiding  from  the  Enemy  will  join  them  on 
the  Road  from  Ebenezer  to  Augusta,  and  that  Major 
Dell  of  the  Militia  last  mentioned,  will  be  ordered  to 
collect  them.  And  they  were  further  of  Opinion,  that  as 
Major  Rogers  was  on  the  Spot,  and  esteemed  an  Officer 
of  Experience  and  Conduct,  that  he  should  be  desired  to 
accept  the  Command  of  the  Militia,  ordered  for  the  Ser- 
vice above  recited.

Present 

His  Excellency  Sir  James  Wright,  Baronet,  the 

Governor,  in  Council. 

His  Excellency  stated  to  the  Board,  the  Loss  of  Au- 
•gusta,  and  the  present  dangerous  Situation  of  this  Prov- 
ince; and  requested  their  Opinion,  what  was  most  proper 
to  be  done  for  the  Preservation  thereof,  and  proposed 
some  Matters  for  their  serious  Consideration. 

When  after  mature  Deliberation,  it  was  the  unanimous 
Opinion  of  the  Board,  that  taking  Posts  across  from 
Ebenezer  to  Ogeechee,  would  be  giving  up  the  whole 
Country  above  those  Posts;  and  that  we  should  not  be 
able  to  hold  any  Part  of  the  Province,  but  the  small 
Tract  below  them,  between  Savannah  and  Ogeechee 
Rivers.  That  they  were  further  of  Opinion,  if  it  be  pos- 
sible, a  sufficient  Force  should  march  immediately  up 
the  Country,  and  on  to  Augusta,  to  retake  that  Place,  and 
establish  a  strong  Post  there,  which  would  cover  the  Set- 
tlements on  this  Side  of  Augusta  and  enable  the  Inhabi- 
tants to  reap  and  gather  in,  their  Crops  of  Wheat,  and 
other  Grain,  which  are  now  full  rij^e,  and  if  not  reaped 
soon,  will  be  totally  lost  and  endanger  a  Famine  being 
brought  on :  That  in  Order  the  better  to  accomplish  this 
Measure,  they  were  also  unanimously  of  opinion,  that  the 
whole  Country  Militia  who  have  been  driven  from  their 
Habitations,  and  are  willing  to  inlist,  should  h^  imme- 
diately embodied,  and  be  subsisted  and  paid  for  three 
Months,  or  longer  if  the  Rebels  are  not  reduced  by  that 
Time. 
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That  Colonel  Clarke  should  be  made  acquainted  with 
this  Opinion,  and  consulted  thereupon,  to  know  what 
further  Force  may  be  necessary  to  carry  this  Measure 
into  Execution,  and  that  an  Express  should  be  sent  to 
Charles  Town  to  acquaint  the  Commanding  Officer  there- 
with, and  request  that  as  many  Troops  be  sent  here  as 
may  be  sufficient  for  that  Purpose ;  the  Number  of  Mili- 
tia it  may  be  supposed  will  be  from  two  hundred  to  two 
himdred  and  fifty. 

That  in  the  Meantime  some  Movement  should  be  made 
up  the  Country  towards  Hudson's,  or  as  far  as  may 
be  thought  safe;  And  also  that  a  Redoubt  should  be 
thrown  up  at  Ogeechee  Ferry,  which  will  check  any  At- 
tempts the  Rebels  may  make  to  cross  over  there. 

They  further  observed,  that  they  were  well  aware 
that  the  Execution  of  this  Plan,  will  depend  on  the  Op- 
erations which  were  carrying  on,  or  intended  to  be  car- 
ried on,  in  South  Carolina :  But  as  so  large  a  Reinforce- 
ment as  three  thousand  Troops  had  lately  arrived  at 
Charles  Town,  there  could  be  no  Doubt,  but  capital  and 
spirited  Exertions  were  already  undertaken 

They  could  not  however  but  take  Notice,  that  without 
a  Movement  up  the  Country  to  dislodge  the  Enemy,  it 
was  to  be  reasonably  apprehended,  as  well  from  the 
Character,  as  the  Report  of  the  Rebels  themselves  (and 
which  was  generally  believed),  that  they  will  send  the 
Women  and  Children  of  the  Loyal  Refugees  down  to 
Savannah,  which  must  undoubtedly  occasion  a  Famine, 
as  there  was  not  a  single  Barrel  of  Beef  or  Pork  to  be 
purchased  here  at  any  Price. 

They  were  also  of  Opinion,  that  if  the  aforegoing  Of- 
fensive Plan  could  not  be  carried  into  Execution  that  they 
apprehended  a  strong  Post  at  Ebenezer,  with  a  constant

Patrol  across  to  Ogeechee,  and  a  Redoubt  at  Ogeechee 
Ferry,  and  at  such  other  Places  as  on  reconnoitring  the 
Country  may  be  thought  proper,  would  be  the  best  Means 
of  giving  Security  to  the  small  Part  of  the  Province, 
which  lies  below  Ebenezer,  and  between  Savannah  and 
Ogeechee  Rivers.

As  M'  Cameron  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  for 
the  Western  Division  of  the  Southern  District  died  on 
Saturday  last,  We  presume  to  Address  this  Letter  to 
Your  ExcelF  in  Behalf  of  Lieutenant  Governor  Graham 

This  Gentleman  as  Your  Excellency  well  knows,  has 
now  been  many  Years  an  Inhabitant  of  this  Province, 
and  the  greatest  part  of  the  Time  a  Member  of  his  Maj- 
esty's Council  which  gave  him  an  opporttmity  of  being 
intimately  acquainted  with  every  Publick  Transaction, 
and  we  are  persuaded  that  no  Gentleman  in  this  Prov- 
ince, except  Your  Excellency,  is  so  well  acquainted  with 
the  Situation  of  Matters  in  the  Southern  Provinces, 
and  in  the  Indian  Nations  in  the  Neighbourhood  of 
them.  M'  Graham  is  at  the  same  time  universally  re- 
spected by  the  King^  loyal  Subjects  in  these  Southern 
Colonies,  and  therefore  he  will  give  weight  to  whatever 
Department  he  may  fill  under  Government. 

As  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  M'  Graham 
for  many  Years,  we  are  well  acquainted  with  the  Large 
and  valuable  property  he  possessed  in  this  Province, 
which  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  the  Rebellion  and 
many  of  his  Negroes  have  been  carried  off  by  the  Rebels 
who  were  enraged  against  him  on  Account  of  the  At- 
tachment he  showed  to  the  Kings  Government — Whether 
therefore,  we  consider  M'  Graham  as  a  Gentleman  of 
the  most  respectable  Character,  who  has  met  with  many 
heavy  Losses  on  Account  of  his  Allegiance  to  the  King, 
or  whether  w^e  consider  him  as  perfectly  acquainted  with 
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the  Puklick  affairs  of  these  Southern  Provinces  in  either 
vieiv  we  beg  leave  to  request  that  Your  Excellency  will 
be  pleased  to  recommend  him  in  the  Strongest  manner 
to  His  Majestys  Secretary  of  State  to  be  appointed  Suc- 
cessor to  the  late  M'  Cameron. 

We  earnestly  desire  that  this  Letter  may  not  be  con-

M'  Graham  is  at  the  same  time  universally  respected 
by  the  Kings  Loyal  Subjects  in  these  Southern  Colonies, 
and  therefore  he  will  give  weight  to  whatever  Depart- 
ment he  may  fill  under  Government  —  As  we  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  knowing  M'  Graham  for  many  years, 
we  are  well  acquainted  with  the  Large  and  valuable 
property  he  posessed  in  this  province,  which  has  been 
greatly  reduced  by  the  Rebellion  and  many  of  his  Ne- 
groes have  been  carried  oflF  by  the  Rebels  who  are  en- 
raged against  him  on  Account  of  the  Attachment  he 
shewed  to  the  Kings  Government, 

Whether  therefore,  we  consider  M'  Graham  as  a  Gen- 
tleman of  the  most  respectable  Character  who  has  met 
with  many  heavy  Losses  on  Account  of  his  allegiance 
to  the  King,  or  whether  we  consider  him  as  perfectly 
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acquainted  with  the  Pubfick  Affairs  of  these  Southern 
Provinces,  in  either  View  we  beg  leave  to  recommend 
him  in  the  Strongest  manner  as  a  Successor  to  the  late 
M'  Cameron  —  We  earnestly  desire  that  this  Letter  may 
not  be  considered  barely  as  a  Compliment  to  a  Gentle- 
man who  has  long  been  an  Honor  to  our  Board ;  but  we 
beg  leave  to  add  that  the  appointment  of  M'  Graham
